City's Ads Not Made To

"The Money Is Green" City's Ad Agency's Media 
Director Says

"The attitude basically is, the 
money is green," said Raz Collier, 
media director, the Polizos Agency, 
the Norfolk-based advertising firm 
responsible for handling Virginia 
Beach's $2 million advertising ac- 
count. 

Next year that figure is expected 
to reach $2.1 million. 

For every $1 the city spends on 
advertising, Collier said, it receives 
back $2.92 in revenue. The city 
uses print and broadcast, but no ra- 
dio. Primary target markets are: 
Roanoke, Cleveland, New 
York City (just print), 
Philadelphia (just print), Pitts- 
burg and Washington, D.C. 

'That's where we're getting some 
of our best returns," Collier said. 

The city's target audience is 
adults aged 25 to 40, married with 
children, with incomes of over 
$40,000 a year. The city does not 
deliberately try to attract, nor does 
it care, Collier said, if more minor- 
ity groups or individuals are com- 
ing to Virginia Beach. In fact, he 
said, his research shows there is not 
significantly more blacks or other 
minorities coming to the beach. 

"That's not what the research is 
showing," he said, and asks, "Are 
there more people or is it a percep- 
tion?" 

In addition to the city's primary 
advertising markets, the following 
American locations also receive 
some of the city's advertising dol- 
lars: 

Albany, Syracuse, 
Rochester, Elmire, Buffalo, 
Erie, and Utica, N.Y.; Boston, 
Mass.; Providence, R.I.; Hart- 
ford, Conn.; Scranton and Har- 
risburg, Pa.; Birraington, N.J.; 
Toledo, Youngstown, 
Cincinnati, Johnstown, 



Columbus and Dayton, Ohio; 
Baltimore, Md.; Charleston, 

W.Va.; Fort Wayne and Indi- 
anapolis, Intl.; Detroit, Mich.; 
Chicago and Springfield, 111.; 
and Richmond and Harrison- 
burg, Va. 

Canadian markets are Montreal, 
Toronto, Ottawa, Quebec and 
Hamilton. All of the markets 
usually reach surrounding cities and 
counties. 

Ten years ago, Collier said, Vir- 
ginia Beach was primarily known 
as a summer vacation destination. 
Now, however, particularly since 
the Pavilion convention center was 
built, efforts are made lo attract 
visitors throughout the year. Other 
major advertising campaigns in- 
clude those designed to attract hon- 
eymooners, golfers, conventioneers 
and group tours from Germany, 
Japan and England. In three markets 
the city also advertises co-op pack- 
ages with Busch Gardens. 

The city's advertising is so 
widespread, Collier said, that it au- 
tomatically attracts minority groups 
as well as its target audience. He 
said, however, that many of the 
city's visitors come from right here 
in Hampton Roads. 

"You need to look at the one-day 
visitor," he said. 

If 40 percent of all of the city's 
tourists are day visitors, he said, 70 
percent of them come from this 
market and do not spend the night. 
The city doesn't run ads lo attract 
people to come and just sil on the 
beach, he said, but to golf, visit 
local attractions, eat at restaurants 
and spend the night. Weekend busi- 
ness, he said, is dictated by the 
weather. 

Less than 10 percent of the city's 
visitors. Collier said, come from 
the Washington, D.C. area.

Tourism in Virginia Beach 
may be down, but Vice-Mayor 
Robert Fentress has hope for a 
successful end-of-the-summer. 

"I believe the end of July, Au- 
gust and September will probably 
be up. September can be a real 
good month," the Beach Borough 
representative said 

Fentress added that there is al- 
ways speculation as to why 
tourism has slowed down this 
year. He said Virginia Beach is 
not alone; Ocean City, Md., and 
Myrtle Beach, S.C., have both 
reported a lower percentage of 
tourists this summer. Fentress 
also said families may have trav- 
eled elsewhere at the beginning of 
the summer. 

Fentress said the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach tries to target the ad- 
vertising markets that are within 
a one-day driving distance, such 
as Washington, D.C, Richmond, 
Pennsylvania and New York. 

"That's where our people come 
from. We're showing an increase 
in family-oriented businesses," he 
said. 

So why the lull in tourism? 
Could it be the aftereffects of last 
year's Labor Day disaster, Greck- 
fest? According to Fentress, that 
has nothing lo do with it. 

"It's no more than a bunch of 
college students who came here 
for a big weekend. The trouble 
that occurred on Monday night 
was after the people from out of 
stale had left," he said. 

He said the trouble with the 
approximately 20,000 to 40,000 
black fraternity and sorority 
members began when the locals 
visited the oceanfront at the end 
of the Labor Day weekend. 

This may lead some to believe 
that blacks may be unwelcome in 
Virginia Beach. 

"I don'l know how you would 
get that impression.

Peace Corps Jn Search 
Of Volunteers 

Remember back when the Peace Corps was the thing to do? 
Well, it's still around and in search of Virginia Beach volun- 
teers. 

The Peace Corps sends volunteers overseas to provide train- 
ing to people in the developing world. They teach and assist 
others in meeting their basic development skills. 

A Peace Corps volunteer serves for 24 months which does 
not include the initial three-month training period. In order to 
qualify for Peace Corps service you must be 1 8 years or older, 
(there is no upper age limit for Peace Corps service), and you 
must be a United States citizen. Ifyou are married, your spouse 
must quality as well and you must have no legal obligations that 
would prevent you from leaving the country for two years. 

You must also have a skill useful in the developing world. 

The benefits of joining the Peace Corps are surprising. As 
well as earning a master's degree credit at several universities, 
the volunteers receive benefits including a $5,400 readjustment 
allowance, guaranteed student loan deferment, non-competitive 
eligibility for government jobs, complete medical care while in 
service, language training and much more.

And minorities, 
for example, as they have continued to better themselves", are not going to 
wait around any longer than they have to to enjoy the taste of the American 
pie. • ' 

It would be very naive to think that prejudice and bigotry will be erased in 
our lifetime. Undoubtedly, the world will come to an end before we have a 
truly homogeneous society. It just won't happen. As long as the haves and 
have-nots continue to intermix in the same society, there will always be 
selfish dissention and resentment. No matter who or what you are, there will 
always be those who have more and those who have less. The key is to ap- 
preciate what you have and not condemn others for what they may or may 
not have, be it intellect, wisdom, riches, or looks. But this idealistic bubble 
gets popped every minute of the day. 

First of allybef ore trying to paint apicture of understanding 
you must pick up the brush of acceptance. 

Just as it's human nature to resist change, it's also human nature to par- 
ticipate in lifestyles and activities which reveal a side of life to which a per- 
son is not accustomed. Thus the reason more minorities are visiting Vir- 
ginia Beach. Clearly, minorities have learned the importance of an education 
to attaining a self-sustaining personal income. This is a lesson that minor- 
ity leaders over the years have been trying to teach to people who would 
listen.

Problem is that as 
everyone pursues their own rights, they may trample over others' rights. 
And that's where laws and people who enforce those laws come into being.

Virginia Beach citizens have been enjoying the benefits of an excellent 
teacher corps for years. Our test scores exceed state and national averages, 
and the quality of our schools has long been used as a selling point for real 
estate development and is now used to lure prospective industries. 

The sand and the surf and a promise of a rural/suburban community from 
which to draw students made Virginia Beach an attractive place to teach. 
Virginia Beach is now Virginia's largest city, and teachers in our schools 
stand before the largest classes in Virginia and face the problems one would 
expect in an urban setting. Despite ever growing challenges, Beach teachers 
have continued to perform in the manner our citizens have come to expect. 
The backbone of our teacher corps will be retiring between now the the 
year 2000, and we must be in a position to attract good prospective teach- 
ers to Virginia Beach schools - you cannot have superior education without 
superior teachers. 

In 1986-87, the Virginia Beach average teacher salary rose to a ranking 
of 14th in the state, and progress toward the elusive national average 
teachers salary continued. For the last two years in a row, the Virginia 
Beach School Board has granted smaller increases in teacher salaries than 
their counterparts in the region and throughout the state. The 1987-88 Vir- 



Forthis coming year, the VirginiaBeach School Board has 
once again granteda teacher salary increase which is less than 
what was granted in most school divisions. 

ginia Beach average teacher salary ($26,969) fell to 23rd in the state, be- 
hind Norfolk (8th), Newport News (1 1th), and Chesapeake (21st). For the 
first time in recent memory-f Virginia Beach teachers' average teacher salary 
will fall below the state average ($27,189). 

The worst is yet to come! For this coming school year, the Virginia 
Beach School Board has once again granted a teacher salary increase which 
is less than what was granted in most school divisions. I conservatively 
estimated that Virginia Beach average teacher salaries would fall to 28th in 
the state for the 89-90 school year when addressing the Virginia Beach 
School Board earlier this year. I now realize that I underestimated the nega- 
tive impact of this year's salary package. The Virginia Beach average 
teacher salary will fall below a ranking of 30th. 

The bottom line is that while the cost of living is 105 percent of the

August 7 is National Lighthouse Day tor it was on that day in 1789 that 
President George Washington called for the "establishment and support of 
light houses, beacons, buoys, and public piers." During its first session, 
the First Federal Congress approved legislation for federal maintenance of 
lighthouses. 

For many years, Washington had been concerned about maritime safety. 
Five years earlier, he had hosted a conference to resolve navigational and 
trade disputes between Maryland and Virginia. Maryland's first charter gave 
her jurisdiction over the Potomac to the high-tide on the Virginia shore, 
and when Virginia became a separate state, she left this stipulation unchal- 
lenged. 

However, the location and operation of lighthouses, the designation of 
ports of entry and customs inspections, and the sometimes conflicting 
rules of navigation caused continual friction between the two states. In an 
effort to remedy this situation, the Virginia General Assembly in June 
1784 appointed George Mason, Alexander Henderson and James Madison 
to meet with Maryland representatives to work out equitable trade agree- 
ments. 

Unfortunately, Governor Patrick Henry failed to notify his delegation of 
the time and place of meeting proposed by the Maryland Governor. Thus,

when Daniel of St. Thomas of Jenifer, Thomas Stone, and Samuel Chase 
arrived in Alexandria, Va., on March 21, 1785, there were no Virginians to 
discuss navigation and commerce in the Chesapeake Bay, the Potomac and 
Pocomoke rivers. 

Fortunately for the young nation, Alexander Henderson happened to be 
in town and George Mason lived nearby. Learning of the problem, George 
Washington stepped into the breach and invited the group to Mount Ver- 
non for the conference. Over the weekend, the representatives reached an 
important twelve-point agreement which covered navigation, port duties, 
fishing rights, safety measures, even trials of pirates. Amazingly, this- 
Maryland-Virginia Interstate Compact of 1 785 is still in effect! 

The Maryland delegates were so impressed with the agreement that they 
recommended that Delaware and Pennsylvania be included. At this point, 
the Virginians suggested that a meeting of all the states be called to adopt

Thus, Virginia and Maryland scl in mo- 
tion a chain of events that led to the Annapolis Convention of 1786 and tc 
the Constitutional Convention the following year. 

With his long interest in navigation, it is not surprising that Washing- 
ton as president urged the passage of legislation to establish the lighthouse 
system. Almost 200 of these early lighthouses along the Southern coast 
are still standing though few are still functional. 

The history of our own Cape Henry Lighthouse may have begun as 
early at 1727 when the Colonial Assembly proposed that a lighthouse be 
erected on that site. It is unclear whether a lighthouse was built at that 
time. But 20 years later, the Assembly passed an act for the erection and 
maintenance of a light at the Cape. A notice in the Virginia Gazette in 
April 1774 called for vessels to bring stone from a quarry on the Rappa- 
hannock to build such a structure. But nothing was built. 

Our own Cape Henry Lighthouse is a landmark of our nation's begin- 
nings, as it was the first to be erected by the United States after the estab- 
lishment of the new government under the Constitution., By its 9lh Act, 
the First Federal Congress approved legislation authorizing federal con- 
struction and maintenance of lighthouses. 

Our city can take special pride in the, fact that the Cape Henry Light- 
house was the only lighthouse mentioned by name in this Act. Then, the 
Commonwealth of Virginia ceded two acres of land to the federal govern- 
ment, stipulation that the lighthouse be constructed within seven years.

Alexander Hamilton signed the $15,200 contract in 1791 with John 
McComb, Jr., architect and bricklayer. It is believed that this brick light- 
house was in operation by 1792. Its beacon guided mariners for almost 100 
years, until it was replaced in 1881 with a cast iron lighthouse. 

In 1930, the federal government deeded the octagonal lighthouse to the 
Association for the Preservation of Virginia Antiquities, which this year is 
celebrating its own centennial as it commemorates the bicentennial of the 
legislation establishing the nation's lighthouse system. 

Loran (LOng RAnge Navigation), which is a system of radio navigation 
that helps ships and aircraft find their positions and other modern electronic 
aids have made most lighthouses relics of the past. But, prominent in the 
center of the city seal is the Cape Henry Lighthouse, still sending a beam 
of welcome and safe haven to all.

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for five years, Collier said. Before that, the Martin Agency had it for eight. 



Holloran 
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beach, but acknowledges Virginia 
Beach's advertising efforts reach a 
wide array of people. 

According to his statistics, Vir- 
ginia Beach has the highest number 
of whites living in the city and the 
fewest blacks, compared to Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, Chesapeake and Suf- 
folk. In 1988, for example, the 
city's population was 88 percent 
white, nine percent black and three 
percent "other." Norfolk's numbers 
were 63 percent white, 34 black and 
3 other; Chesapeake, 73, 25 and 1 ; 
Portsmouth, 56, 43 and 1; and 
Suffolk, 53, 43 and 3. 

"Culture has moved to integrate 
the masses," Holloran said. "There's 
no big difference between what 
blacks seek on vacation and what 
whites seek." 

Holloran said the "city wasn't 
prepared" for last year's Labor Day 
college student onslaught, and has 
no prediction about what may hap- 
pen this Labor Day. Neither docs he 
believe that that situation or any 
minority-related issue has any bear- 
ing on the city's tourism industry. 

"No. We reviewed the data," he 
said. "Throughout the industry, 
tourism is down (from four to eight

percent) irom what it was last 
year." 

Unpredictable rainy weather and 
four new attractions at Disney 
World in Florida also contributed to 
fluctuating tourism figures, 
Holloran said. 

The city will continue to adver- 
tise in new markets, Holloran said, 
and must seek to add new tourist 
attractions every year. 

"We'll weather the competition," 
Holloran said, and hope for sunny 
skies. 



Fentress 
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may return anyway. 

"I see no reason to say they 
aren't coming. I'm sure they en- 
joyed themselves (last year)," 
Fentress said. 

In the event that the Greeks do 
return, Fentress said innkeepers 



and retailers arc prepared to con- 
trol their properties more effec- 
tively than last year. 

"The city and the police have 
really beefed up enforcement for 
the entire season, not just Greck- 
fest alone," he said. 



Ricketts 
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enced a "bad June" he expects that 
to be made up in September. 

This summer has been "soft up 
and down the east coast,"' Ricketts 
said. But more important than now 
trying to analyze and explain any 
particular new trends in the city's 
unusual tourism industry, Ricketts 
is more concerned "about people's 
perception that beaches in general 
are unsafe," referring to the prob- 



lems some northern beaches have 
experienced with pollution. 

About 8 percent of the city's 
tourists are blacks, Ricketts said, 
and the impact of last year's and 
this year's Labor Day issue can 
basically be dismissed by 
understanding that masses of 
college students, in general, were 
the problem, regardless of their 
race.

were going to be with people who 

would comply with requests to turn 
it down and get 50 feet away and 
turn it right back up to where it 
was." 

Much of the noise problem last 
year was created by college stu- 
dents, most of them black, who 
publicly blasted their car and 
portable radios. The increasing 
number of blacks at the beach 
clic/itcd the following reaction from 
Hathaway: 

"I was down there the entire 
(1 989) Fourth of July weekend," 
Hathaway said. "I would say that 
probably, on peak nights, Sunday 
night, the population percentage 
was probably 60 percent white, 40 
percent black. That was the biggest 
crowd we'd seen all summer long. 

"A good portion of that was 
families," Hathaway continued. 
"Now as the evening wears on, 
your family presence diminishes 
and you have the single population 
coming to the forefront. That's the 
same no matter what sort of people 
you have here. Now, obviously, if 
that percentage continues on, there 
has to be something here that is 
drawing them (the blacks). And I 
don't know what that is. It's usually 
not the ocean after dark. 

"You have to remember that in 
the summertime you have a crowd 
here that docs not have a common 
purpose. They're here to have a 
good time - from all over the coun- 
try - they enjoy some of the things 
that go on on Atlantic Avenue. It's 
different from what it is at home. 
So, if something happens and 
there's a fight and the police come 
and break it up and there's some ar- 
rests made, they really don't have an 
interest in it other than they stand 
there and watch. But with the crowd 
like we had Labor Day there is one 
common interest in that anytime 
you have a situation like that in- 
volving minority groups there's al- 
ways the spectre raised about dis- 
crimination and that sort of thing - 
that we wouldn't be doing this if 
they were white people. But in 
essence we would be. 

"Now, we may have some traffic 
problems and all those other things 



that go along with it but that's one 
of the things that makes this sort of 
activity so hard to plan |for. You 
don't have any idea what you're go- 
ing to draw." 

Hathaway observes that, "there 
arc more blacks here than there has 
ever been before." 

Why? 

"One of the things that I would 
have to say is, where arc we adver- 
tising? Obviously there arc an aw- 
ful lot of those people availing 
themselves of the hotel/motel 
facilities. I would think that they 
would keep on coming." 

Police officers have had firmer 
control of the oceanfront all sum- 
mer, Hathaway said, and law en- 
forcement will continue to be doled 
out evenly and fairly for the rest of 
the summer. That's the only way 
the officers can effectively protect 
life and property. 

"You have to be consistent, 
Hathaway said. "Number one, you 
have to understand the problem. 
You have to be consistent and have 
an overall plan in order to deal with 
specific problems; whether it be the 
oceanfront through the summer, or 
if we had a stadium here and we had 
pro football or something like that, 
you have to have a contingency 
plan for just about everything." 

Hathaway said he has designated 
a place, if necessary, to hold hun- 
dreds of people if mass arrests arc 
made. Provisions have also been 
made to secure Atlantic Avenue 
with barriers to confine and restrict 
trouble spots. But whatever hap- 
pens this Labor Day, final decisions 
about how to handle the situation 
will be made, in concert with 
Hathaway, by Police Chief Charles 
Wall and City Manager Aubrey 
Watts. 

"I do what I'm told," Hathaway 
said. 

Hathaway has not lost any sleep, 
yet, worrying about what may hap- 
pen this Labor Day. But, he adds, "I 
probably will. 

"I don't think anything will make 
the community feel better until af- 
ter Sept. 7." 



Tyler 
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many of the students were from 
colleges up and down the east coast, 
Tyler said several of the local black 
colleges are catching negative flack 
for the trouble that occurred. 

He said Hampton University, 
Norfolk State and Elizabeth City 
University are "taking the heat be- 
cause of geographies." Although 
some of the greeks from NSU's 
fraternities and sororities may have 
participated in Greckfcst, Tyler said 
is is "unfair" to Norfolk State as a 
whole. 

"We have some students that 
have been down there every year. 
It's kind of easy for the local 
schools to take the blunt of it," he 
said. 

Has the negative press hurt the 
school's image? Tyler says no. 

"We hope the people who read 
the papers and watch the broadcasts 
are openminded enough not let it 
have an impact on Norfolk State. 
We think we're well beyond that," 
he said. 

From a personal point of view, 
Tyler said the trouble at Greekfest 



last year could have stemmed from 
police provocation or a racial issue. 
Why, then, are the greeks possibly 
coming back again this year? 

"Some people don't like to take 
no for an answer," Tyler said. "If 
they know they aren't welcome, 
they'll go anyway." 

If racism, which Tyler defines as 
"dislike by one race of people to- 
ward another that is manifested in 
an evil or hateful way," is in play, 
then why are blacks in general re- 
turning to the oceanfront? Accord- 
ing to Tyler, there are no black 
beaches or night clubs in Virginia 
Beach, although there are some bars 
in Norfolk that cater specifically to 
blacks. 

Tyler recalled frequenting a 
members-only club for blacks at the 
oceanfront several years ago. 

"I feel strongly if there were 
clubs where blacks felt more wel- 
come, they would be going," he 
said. "My experiences have been on 
the up-and-up with all people. I'd 
like to see more of that for all peo- 
ple."

Enjoy The Water Safely 
This Summer 

Virginia Beach residents should j|onsider themselves lucky 
because we live so close to the beach. Because of the closeness, 
summer and swimming go hand inland. 

Visitors to the beach, whether locals or tourists, must always 
remember to have a safe yerfun summer. To ensure that you do, 
just follow some of these basic water safety rules: 

• Never swim alone. The majority of drownings occur close to 
safety, yet most of these victims were swimming unsupervised. 

• Know your abilities and limitation's. Knowing exactly what 
you can and can't do decreases the risk of accidental drownings. 

• Dive only where the water is deep enough and only if the 
conditions at the bottom are favorable. If the water is dark and 
dirty, or if it's your first time in the area, enter the water feet 

first. 

• Learn how to perform simple, safe reaching and extension 
rescues. You may have to assist another swimmer. 

• Do not run, push or engage in horseplay. Playing around can 
be fun, but it can also be dangerous. Keep your play safe and 
fun. 

• Use only nonbreakable bottles around water. Glass is hard to 
see if it breaks in the water or on the sand. 

• Always wear a life jacket when riding in a boat. Even the 
strongest swimmer might be in an accident. Be prepared.

For Disability Benefits May 

Qualify For Rehab Agency 4/z/ie/mer'^/sease; Mealtime Tips 



A Virginia Beach person who 
applies for disability benefits under 
either the Social Security or Sup- 
plemental Security Income program 
may be considered for services of- 
fered by the State vocational reha- 
bilitation agency. These services 
include counseling and guidance, 
medical and surgical treatment, 
physical therapy, training in the use 
of prostheses, and job training and 
placement. 

Applications for disability pay- 
ments are sent by Social Security 
to the appropriate agency in the 
State in which the applicant lives. 
It is the agency that determines 
whether the individual is disabled or 
blind within the meaning of the 
law. 

If it is determined that available 
vocational rehabilitation services 
would assist the applicant in ob- 
taining employment, he or she is 



interviewed by a counselor. Pay- 
ments cannot be made if vocational 
rehabilitation services are offered 
but arc refused by the applicant 
without good reason. 

Although disability checks usu- 
ally stop shortly after a person's 
condition improves to the point 
that he or she can once more work, 
an exception applies to beneficiaries 
who were disabled at the time they 
started an approved vocational reha- 
bilitation plan, but who medically 
recover before the program is com- 
pleted. In such cases, payment may 
continue if it is believed that voca- 
tional rehabilitation services will 
permit a return to work.

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Alzheimer's Disease is a progressive degenerative disease that attacks the 
brain and results in impaired memory, thinking and behavior. It is a com- 
plex disease whose precise cause is unknown. 

According to the Alzheimer's Association, dementia is not a disease itself 
but a group of symptoms that characterize certain diseases and conditions. In 
the case of Alzheimer's Disease, the dementia includes a decline in intellec- 
tual functioning that is severe enough to interfere with the ability to per- 
form routine activities. 

The second most common form of dementia is multi-infarct dementia, 
which is caused by vascular disease and strokes. Other causes of dementia are 
Huntington's Disease, Parkinson Disease, Pick's Disease and Creutzfeldt- 
Jakob Disease. 

There are also a number of conditions that cause dementia-like symptoms: 
depression, drug reactions, thyroid disorders, nutritional deficiencies, brain 
tumors, head injuries, alcoholism, infections (meningitis, syphilis, AIDs) 
and hydrocephalus. 

Alzheimer's Disease is distinguished from other forms of dementia by 
characteristic changes in the brain that are visible only upon microscopic 
examination. 

Precise diagnosis of Alzheimer's Disease is possible when an autopsy is 
performed and the presence of tangles of fibers (neurofibrillary tangles and 
clusters of degenerating nerve endings (neuritic plaques) are found in areas of 
the brain (hat are important for memory and intellectual functions. Another 
characteristic of Alzheimer's Disease is the reduced production of certain 
brain chemicals, especially acetylcholine and somatostatin. These chemicals 
are necessary for normal communication between nerve cells. 

While dementia is not a normal part of aging, the very processes of aging 
causes many physical changes to occur especially with regard to the senses. 
Research indicates that eighty percent of people over age 80 experience sig- 
nificant loss of smell, with 50 percent experiencing total loss. Since smell 
is two-thirds of taste sensation, losing the sense of smell may contribute to 
poorer eating habits. 

By age 70, two-thirds of our taste buds are no longer functional. Loss of 
taste for sweets and salt are first to go. Bitter taste becomes "worse" or dif- 
ferent duet to taste sensation changes. 

There are some mealtime problems that may be associated with patients 
suffering from Alzheimer's Disease. They may become confused as to when 
it is time to eat or whether they have eaten. Sometimes they think they 
have eaten and may refuse to eat Other times they may think they have not 
eaten (when they have) and ask for food. 

There may be a problem with chewing and swallowing, disorientation and 
restlessness at meals, food collection in the mouth and choking on food, 
liquid or saliva. Caregivers may need to encourage the patients' eating by 
use of non-verbal praise (nodding, smiling, patting) and demonstrating the 
action you want the patient to emulate in conjunction with the tips listed 
below. 

• Try to maintain a calm relaxing atmosphere at mealtime. 

• Consider past interests. A patient who has been accustomed to cooking 
for herself or others may enjoy helping with meal preparation. Depending 
on her level of functioning, appropriate tasks may include: stirring food, 
setting the table, folding napkins, wiping the table, washing the dishes. 

• Serve meals at a regular time at the same table. Have the memory-im- 
paired person sit in the same place at the table. Chairs that turn and roll on 
casters are most helpful. 

• Serve one food at a time. Choices are difficult for the memory-impaired 
person. 

• Encourage the patient to eat slowly and chew one mouthful at a time. 

• Use foods the patient prefers and is accustomed to; new foods may confuse 
him or her. 

• Make food colorful, aromatic, and flavorful to enhance the patient's 
appetite. 

• Allow at least 40 minutes for each meal, as many patients eat slowly. Six 
small meals a day, or extra snacks between meals, may be helpful.

By now, most citizens of Virginia Beach realize the tremendous rate at 
which the city is growing. Some aspects of this growth are quite obvious: 
new houses, shopping centers and roadways. But the growth in other areas, 
such as the economy, may not be obvious, and it often does not get the 
attention that it deserves. 

To illustrate this growth, think of the events that occur when a new 
house is built and purchased. A construction company hires workers and 
purchases supplies. A new homeowner then requires an assortment of ser- 
vices: real estate, legal, banking and insurance. But that is not all. The 
owner may then purchase items such as a refrigerator, washing machine 
and dryer. The upshot - a thriving economy! 

The real barometers of the economy also help paint a picture of strong 
economic growth. I wonder how many people know that Virginia Beach 
has one of the lowest unemployment rates among the 50 largest cities in 
the country. It's true! The city's minuscule unemployment rate of 3.3 per- 
cent is the third lowest in the United States according to City & State 
magazine. Plus, Virginia Beach has added jobs, in all major industries, at a 
greater rate than the state and the nation. Moreover, the city's per capita 
income of $16,287 and median household income of $35,862 are higher 
than those of any surrounding city. In short, the pace at which the econ-

omy is growing can only be described as breakneck. 

Much of Virginia Beach's startling growth can be attributed to four fac- 
tors: (1) The population growth - Since 1980, the city has grown almost 
50 percent from 262,199 to over 390,000. As people move into an area, 
businesses develop to service them; (2) The military - The armed services 
provide income, employment and stability; (3) Tourism - Each summer 
over 2.5 million tourists provide a "shot-in-the-arm" to the economy (and 
to the revenues of the city government); and (4) The high income of our 
residents - Many people with high incomes choose to live in Virginia 
Beach, even though some may work elsewhere; we are glad they live here, 
but we want to provide jobs so they work here, too. Unfortunately, we 
cannot assume that these factors, along with others, will continue to keep 
the wheels of economic growth turning. 

Therefore, I have initiated the Mayor's Committee on Economic Devel- 
opment, which is charged with the responsibility of creating an Economic

Further, there was a popular belief 
that at this season of the year, dogs were apt to run mad! 

The Romans used a colloquial phrase, "canicularcs dies" or days-of-the- 
dog, to refer to the six or eight hottest weeks of the summer. Their theory

H phrase: hazy, hot and humid. 

was that when the dog-star Sirius rose with the sun, it added its heat to the 
sun's. ** 

I don't comprehend the calculations made by astronomers concerning the 
difference in days between the heliacal and cosmical rising of stars, but 
current almanacs state that the "dog-days" range from July 3 to August 11, 
so they are still with us. 

The English ignored dog-days at their peril. In his book, The Lyrics of 
Noel Coward, Coward wrote, "My lyric writing during 'The Thirties* 
started very satisfactorily with 'Mad Dogs and Englishmen.' The idea of it 
and the rhythm of it got into my head when I was driving, in February 
1930, from Hanoi in Tonkin to Saigon. This drive took about a week and 
while jungles and rivers and mountains and rice fields were unrolling by 
the window of the car, I wrestled in my mind with the complicated 
rhvthms and rhymes of the song until finally it was complete, without

City Decides That Grant Procedure Isn't Perfect 



The city's grant procedure isn't 
perfect Any council member will 
agree to that. But council decided 
that alternatives presented so far 
could be worse. 

The grants in questions are those 
the city makes to non-profit or- 
ganizations not part of the city's 
departments - like the Neptune 
Festival, safely programs for chil- 
dren and emergency shelter and 
hospice care. 

The problem is that the number 
of these organizations is growing 
along with the amounts of money 
being requested. Council makes the 
final decision on which organiza- 
tion gets what. Thai's a difficult 
thing to do when money is limited 
and so many of the organizations 
arc good and help the community. 



Budget Department Analyst Betty 
Jane Meyer at council's request 
came up with two proposals at a 
work session Monday. Both pro- 
posals would lift some of the re- 
sponsibility from council and place 
it with a committee. One of the al- 
ternatives would even give the 
committee the responsibility to 
make all the allocations with coun- 
cil making only a block appropria- 
tion. 

Meyer pointed out that in 1980- 
81 grants totaling $11,107 were 
awarded to seven agencies. By the 
1985-86 budget year, the number of 
organizations had increased to 12 
and the total appropriation to 
$259,899, and during the current 
year, 22 organizations received 
$341,720. The organizations had 



sought $568,837. 

Meyer said that there is no 
mechanism to manage the growth 
of the agencies. Under the present 
system, the city manager estimates 
the level of support the city can af- 
ford based on a per capita expendi- 
ture. For the current year ihc fund- 
ing was set at 90 cents per capita. 
The manager makes recommenda- 
tions and the council makes the fi- 
nal decision. 

Both of Meyer's proposals in- 
clude an allocation committee or 
authority which would include two 
city staff members, a library board 
member, one citizen at large and 
one representative from the United 
Way. 

The committee would make the 
recommendations and council would 



make a block recommendation. 

Under the second proposal, ihe 
committee would make the recom- 
mendations only and council would 
be left with the final choice. 

Councilman John D. Moss 
pointed out lhat the committee 
would not erect barriers between the 
agencies and council and that he did 
not sec the proposals as solving the 
problem. He said he would feel un- 
easy about any of the processes, 
would prefer the present system. He 
said that the council will end up 
with the conflict anyway, and may 
as well start with it. 

Moss found an ally in Council- 
man Harold Heischober. He said 
that the agencies are going to re- 
ceive increasingly less funds from 



the stale and lateral governments. 
He said also lhat the United Way 
also has been experiencing a drop in 
contributions. "I don't know how 
you're going to select a committee 
to meet the needs of the commu- 
nity. If this is a screening commit- 
tee it is not the way it goes with 
the needs out there . . . What we 
have now is the way we have to 

go" 
City Manager Aubrey V. Watts, 

perhaps forecasting what it could be 
like in Virginia Beach, said that 
some cities have hundreds of orga- 
nizations which fall in the grant 
category, and several cities have ar- 
ranged to use some (screening) 
group. He added that "nothing will 
soften the fact that the final deci- 
sion is with council." 



Mayor Meyera Oberndorf sug- 
gested that a separation be made 
between agencies interested in 
entertainment and those engaged in 
social services. 

Councilman Albert Balko said 
that he would like to see how any 
increases in appropriations by the 
city relate to increases in the re- 
maining budgets. 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager, budget, said that agencies are 
now scrambling for funds because 
state and federal allocations are de- 
clining. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
also suggested a policy of helping 
an organization until it could move 

on its own. 

Block said his department would 
return with broad policy guidelines.

Test Results Show Beach Schools 
Above National, State Averages 



First, fourth, eighth, and 
eleventh grade students in Virginia 
Beach public schools scored above 
state averages in every category but 
one on standardized tests given dur- 
ing the 1988-89 school year. 

Only in the eighth grade lan- 
guage category, in which Virginia 
Beach students received an average 
score of 56 percent compared to the 
statewide average of 57, did city 
students score lower on any com- 
ponent of the Virginia State As- 
sessment Program tests. In each of 
the other 22 categories tested, Vir- 
ginia Beach students scored higher, 
on the average, than did their state 
and national peers. Scores are based 
on national averages, so the na- 
tional average in every category is 
the 50th percentile. 

In Virginia, almost 80,000 first 
grade students took the Cognitive 
Abilities Test in the fall of 1988. 
In the spring of 1989, approxi- 
mately 71,500 fourth grade and 
66,500 eighth grade students took 
the Iowa Tests of Basic Skills, and 
approximately 59,500 eleventh 
grade students took the Tests of 
Achievement and Proficiency. 
These tests are published by the 
Riverside Publishing Company and 
were used in Virginia for the second 
consecutive year. 

The Cognitive Abilities Test 
measures verbal, quantitative, and 
nonverbal cognitive abilities. The 
Iowa Tests of Basic Skills assesses 
seven content areas, three of which 
are broken into subtests. The Tests 
of Achievements and Proficiency 
consists of six subject areas. 

At the first grade level, 5,901 
Virginia Beach students were tested. 
Scores averaged in the 60th per- 
centile for the verbal segment, in 
the 57th for the quantitative seg- 



ment, and in the 76th for the non- 
verbal segment of the Cognitive 
Abilities Test. Statewide, students 
scored in the 58th, 55lh, and 72nd 
percentiles respectively. 

At the fourth grade level, 5,163 
Virginia Beach students were tested. 
National percentile rankings for city 
students were 58 in vocabulary, 58 
in reading, 63 in language, 63 in 
work-study, 66 in mathematics, 68 
in social studies, and 7 1 in science. 
Statewide average scores ranged 
from the 53rd percentile in the 
reading component to the 67th in 
science. 

At the eighth grade level, 4,570 
Virginia Beach students took the 
test. National percentile rankings 
were 55 in vocabulary, 56 in read- 
ing, 56 in language, 61 in work- 
study, 58 in mathematics, 59 in 
social studies, and 66 in science. 
Statewide scores ranged from the 
52nd percentile in vocabulary to the 
60th in science. 

At the eleventh grade level, 
3,851 Virginia Beach students were 
tested. National percentile rankings 
were 60 in reading, 59 in mathe- 
matics, 64 in written expression, 
61 in sources of information, 64 in 
social studies, and 69 in science. 
Statewide scores ranged from the 
56th percentile in mathematics to 
the 62nd in science. 

Among the large school divi- 
sions of Hampton Roads, students 
in the Virginia Beach public school 
system generally scored higher, in 
many cases significantly higher, 
than did students in Chesapeake, 
Hampton, Newport News, Norfolk, 
Portsmouth, and Suffolk public 
schools. Only Newport News, in 
the eighth grade language category, 
bettered a Virginia Beach score 
(57th percentile to 56th).

Now in its second edition, the book 
is published by Glencoe, a division 
of the Macmillan Publishing 
Company. 

Introductory Russian Grammar, 
by Galina Stilman, Leon Stilman, 
and William E. Haskins has been 
proposed for level I, II, and III 
Russian language classes. Also in 
its second education, the book is 
published by John Wiley and Sons. 
Introductory Russian Grammar has 
been used in a Virginia Beach City 
Public Schools pilot program. 

Both books will be available for 
public review at the School 
Administration Building in the 
municipal complex at Princess 
Anne until Tuesday, August 15. 
The books can also be reviewed at 
the Virginia Beach Central Library 
on Virginia Beach Boulevard and at 
each of the five library branches 
until Monday, August 14. 

If approved by the School Board, 
the books recommended by the De- 



partment of Instructional Services 
would be purchased for use through 
June 30, 1996. 

All books recommended for 
adoption are proposed to the School 
Board by curriculum committees of 
the subject areas, following thor- 
ough review of each text by teach- 
ers in those subject areas through- 
out the school division. The cur- 
riculum committees are comprised 
of parents, teachers, students, and 
school administrators who meet on 
a regular basis during the school 
year. 

Virginia Department of Educa- 
tion procedures for the adoption of 
textbooks are strictly followed in 
the selection of recommended texts. 
In all cases, the Virginia Beach 
City Public Schools Department of 
Instructional Services recommends 
to the School Board the commit- 
tee's first choice for adoption. Dur- 
ing the adoption period, the books 
are routinely reviewed and evalu- 
ated. 

The School Board's regular ses- 
sion Tuesday, August 15 will begin 
at 2 p.m. in the School Board 
Room of the School Administra- 
tion Building.

Council Questions 
School Board's 
$55,000 Overrun 



City council took the School 
Board to task for the $55,000 cost 
overrun in connection with the 
construction of the $900,000 sup- 
ply section at the Media Center. 

"What would have been the in- 
convenience to the public," asked 
Councilman John D. Moss, "if you 
had not spent $90,000 overtime?" 

Also, Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley expressed concern that the 
city was spending money to build 
tennis courts and money to demol- 
ish them also. 

The costs ($899,272 for con- 
struction and architect's fee) did not 
allow for miscellaneous contingen- 
cies which included demolish of the 
tennis courts and city fees and the 
higher-than-expected construction 
cost was attributed to the fast-track 
construction time schedule, said the 
school staff. 

James C. Harris, School Board 
architect/engineer, said that the 

School Board did not make the 
decision to use the tennis court site 
arbitrarily. He said that consultants 
were asked. He added that the tennis 
courts there were not used much. 

Moss maintained that the School 
Board did not provide Council with 
sufficient documentation. 

Moss observed that the basket- 
ball courts at Thalia Elementary had 
been demolished to make room for 
the gymnasium. 

Moss said that he would not 
support the transfer of funds to pay 
for the overrun because the money 
was spent "purely for the conve- 
nience of the administration." 

What happens, asked Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf, if council does 
not pay for the overrun? 

Or, is this just an act of courtesy 
- after the debt has been incurred 
council approves it. 

It just points out where the cur- 
rent system is defective," said 
Moss. "The School Board makes 
the decisions and we pay the bill." 

The council by a vote of 8-2 ap- 
proved the ordinance transferring the 
$55,000 from the Parkway 
Elementary School project which 
was completed with appropriations 
left over, to the Media Center. 
Moss and Councilwoman Nancy 
Parker dissented. Councilwoman 
Reba McClanan was absent 



$10,000 of face value. 

Giles Dodd, assistant city man- 
ager administration, said that many 
of last year's purchasers indicated 
that they would like a higher max- 
imum. 

Also this year's issue will not 
include a "put" option. That is, the 
bonds cannot turned in before 
maturity. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that the minibond sale is good 
public relations, but that the city 
will be dealing with people not so 
conservant with investing as large 
firms are. "I don't want people call- 
ing me saying, 'I need $500 and 
want it back.'" 

Dodd said that after the rating 
agencies approved the Virginia 
Beach minibonds, they expressed 
dissatisfaction with other bonds is- 
sues with similar put options. 

The terms of the bonds are three, 
four or five years, selected by the 
investor, and the interest rates will 
match those of the regular general 
obligation issue. 

On Aug. 28 council will consider 
resolutions authorizing the regular 
general obligation bond sale and the 
minibond sale. On Sept. 19, coun- 
cil will hold a special meeting to 
award the issuance of the regular 
general obligation bonds and set the 
interest rates on the minibonds.

Mayor's Report 

Development Strategic Plan. As our community and the business envi- 
ronment change, we need to re-examine our goals and strategies of attract- 
ing and retaining businesses.

Ordinance Designed To Prevent Car Damage While Towing 



When it comes to towing you 
can't tell the bad guy from the good 
guy - and the subject is always for a 
horror story or two. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdon rccenUy 
came up with one of her own. 

Council was considering on of 
its periodic ordinances on towing. 
Oberndorf said that she usually is 
the one called in the middle of the 
night by a person whose son or 
daughter had a car towed. She said 
that lowing is the only occasion 
where the perpetrator of an illegal 
act is punished before proven 
guilty. She said that when she was 
married, she and her husband parked 
their car in a private lot near their 
destination, a movie theatre. Their 
car was towed although it turned 
out to be among 30 cars that had 
been wrongfully towed. That didn't 
help the fact that the transmission 
was ruined. 

The new ordinance before council 
was the fact designed to prevent 
damage to automobiles. 

The present ordinance permits a 
tow truck operator who hooks up a 
wrongly parked or unauthorized ve- 



hicle to charge $15 to release the 
vehicle if the owner or custodian 
arrives before towing, but docs not 
clarify whether the vehicle may be 
moved if the owner/custodian will 
not or cannot pay that fee. Some 
truck operators, say the staff, have 
been excessively aggressive in 
hooking up to make sure they get 
some return for their efforts. That 
haste sometimes results in damage 
to the automobile. 

The ordinance change would pro- 
vide that a $15 fee may be collected 
before the car is released, but if the 
owner is unable or unwilling to pay 
the fee, the vehicle may still be 
lowed, but no more than $25 will 
be charged. The regular tow fee is 
$40. To entitle the tow truck 
operator to the $15, the truck 
merely has to be "positioned" to 

tow so that the incentive for a hur- 
ried hookup is eliminated. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that some change in the ordi- 
nance was necessary because the 
police and the wrecker both did not 
know exactly when the wrecker 
would entitled to the $1 5 payment. 



Oberndorf persisted that there is 
no recourse for an innocent person. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that some clarification is needed for 
"positioned." 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that enforcement is left with 
the tow truck operator while the 
driver probably doesn't know the 
law. She suggested that perhaps the 
low truck operator have a copy of 
the towing ordinance handy. 

Oberndorf said that the more she 
looked at the ordinance the more 
upset she got. She said that people 
at the beach do abuse parking but 
some abuse is on the other side. 

The new ordinance also would 
permit an owner or custodian of a 
towed car to remove personal items 
from the vehicle prior to its being 
towed 

Council deferred the ordinance for 
two weeks by a vote of 9-1 with 
Councilman William D. Sessoms 
Jr. dissenting. The staff was in- 
structed to return with a clear 
definition of "physically posi- 
tioned" with some language which 
would require a tower to have a 
copy of the law in hand. 



water Regional Transportation Au- 
thority Board, requested that the 
resolution be placed on next week's 
agenda. Fentress supported the rail 
project from Norfolk to Virginia 
Beach. However, he was on the 
prevailing side of the July 10 reso- 
lution issue. He said Monday that 
the matter was presented so late in 
the meeting that information was 
limited. The resolution, he said, 
merely supports a study by the 
TRT with funds furnished by the 
Urban Mass Transit Authority. The 
study would include light rail pos- 
sibilities involving Virginia Beach, 
Norfolk, Chesapeake and 
Portsmouth. One of the reasons 
given for the adverse vote on the 
original light rail proposal between 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach was 
that it did not include an extension 
to the Naval Base. This will be in- 
cluded in the proposed study. 

The resolution defeated by a 7-4 
vote July 10 was supported by 
Mayor Meyera Oberndorf, Council- 
woman Reba McClanan, and 
Councilmen John D. Moss and 
John L. Perry.

In 1986, Republican Wyatt Dur- 
rette walked away with the majority 
of Virginia Beach votes in the elec- 
tion for governor. But not by 
much. 

Virginia Beach Republican party 
chairman Loretta Tate said she feels 
her party will take the Democrats 
this November 7 by 60 to 65 per- 
cent. She expects Marshall Cole- 
man, a Republican, to beat Demo- 
crat Doug Wilder. 

"I expect Virginia Beach to go 
for Coleman," she said. "I think the 
Republicans will take back the 
governor's seat again. I think we'll 
take lieutenant governor also." 

Edwina P. "Eddv" Dalton is run- 



ning against Democrat Donald S. 
Beyer for the lieutenant governor's 
seat. 

Laura Lee Grimm, Virginia 
Beach Democratic party chairman 
could not be reached for comment. 

Tate, who has known Marshall 
Coleman since 1975 and considers 
them "extremely good friends," said 
he is running a strong campaign. 

"I think he'll run a strong, active 
campaign discussing issues impor- 
tant to Virginia and certainly won't 
back away from discussing Mr. 
Wilder's record as well," she said. 

Tate said she would like to see 
Coleman address such issues as the 
economy, drugs, transportation and 
the environment. At a recent lun- 
cheon of the Central Business Dis- 
trict Association, Coleman pre- 



sented the crowd with a ten-point 
plan for guarding against the exten- 
sive environmental damage that 
would result from an oil spill in the 
Chesapeake Bay or its tributaries. 

Tate, who has been involved in 
politics since 1970, said every 
campaign is based on money, of 
which she said, Coleman has 
plenty. Tate said she has con- 
tributed a small amount of money 
to his campaign. 

"I give Marshall what I can. I 
give him lots of time," she said. 

Regardless of money, Tate is 
still confident that Coleman will 
take the election in November. 

"His greatest strength is his ex- 
perience at the stale level. I think 
he's probably one of the sharpest 
people I've ever known," she said. 



Paula Cutler Day Proclaimed At Francis Land House

With a ring of admiration, Vir- 
ginia Beach Mayor Meyera Obern- 
dorf proclaimed Aug. 10, 1989 
"Paula Cutler Day" as she honored 
the president of the Virginia 
Federation of Womens Clubs be- 
lieved to be the first clubwoman of 
that city to hold the top ranking 
office in the VFWC. 

The mayor, in a prelude to the 
proclamation reading, commended 
the historic preservation of The 
Francis Land House, site of the re- 
ception in Culler's honor. 

The Francis Land House is the 
first public home to be opened by 
the city of Virginia Beach, Mary 
Russo, chairman of the Francis 
Land Board of Governors, inter- 
jected. 

The home, formerly called Rose 
Hall, is believed to have been built 
in 1732 on a 1,020-acre site by 
Capt. Francis Land III, member of 
the House of Burgess in Williams- 
burg. 

Over the ensuing years the land 
area became diminished through the 
passage of ownership and commer- 
cialization of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard property attracted devel- 
opers. 

As a result the house was sched- 
uled for razing to make way for the 
construction of a department store. 
The plan was halted through the 
interest in historic preservation by 
citizens groups and the municipal 
government. The city of Virginia 
Beach stepped in to rezonc the area 



and purchase the house and remain- 
ing 35 acres of land. 

Through grants, donations and 
city assistance the home and 
grounds are being restored and used 
for special functions and public 
touring. 

Mayor Oberndorf pledged hers 
and the city's continued support of 
the historic homesile. 

The reception for Culler drew 
representatives from Virginia Beach 
clubs affiliated with the Virginia 
Federation of Womens Clubs and 
other special guests. 

As the mayor prepared to make 
her presentation she talked of earlier 
days of personal friendship with 

Paula Cutler. "Days," she said, 
"when I had to take my kiddies 
along everywhere we went." 
Oberndorf remembered also that her 
engagement ring had been purchased 
from the Cutler Jewelry Company 
in Newport News where the family 
of husband-to-bc owned a jewelry 
business. 

The proclamation, presented by 
the mayor, was actually a review of 
the efforts and accomplishments of 
Cutler over her 32 years of club- 
work. Oberndorf recalled that in 
1957 Paula Cutler began her activ- 
ity as a member of the Junior 
Woman's Club of Williamsburg 
after which she joined the Junior 
Woman's Club of Newport News. 

During this lime Cutler chaired a 
Mass Audiometric Screening for 
schools in Newport News, Hamp- 
ton and York County which totaled 
55 schools, 60,000 children in 



grades three through 12. 

In a commitment to community 
service the VFWC member initiated 
a "Santa House" Christmas project 
which continued for more than 12 
years. 

She also look on the coordina- 
tion of a task force to address such 
problems as crime prevention, pro- 
vision of temporary homes for 
troubled youths and the publication 
of a booklet "Know Your Rights" 
for teens and high school seniors. 
The achievement, the mayor said, 
brought Cutler national recognition 
and an appointment as a technical 
advisor for the General Federation 
of Womens Clubs. The GFWC is 
the largest womens organization in 
the U.S. 

In other clubwork Culler has 
served the presidency of the 
Woman's Club of Newport News, 
the Tidewater District, VFWC and 
offices in the Virginia Federation. 

The clubwoman became president 
of the VFWC in 1988, an 
organization of 18,000 members in 
372 clubs throughout the com- 
monwealth. 

Culler became impressed with 
the medical mission project, 
"Operation Smile" and recom- 
mended the project as an interna- 
tional affairs focus for ihe VFWC. 
(She also went to Manila to volun- 
teer her services in the 1989 

'Operation Smile" program.) 

As a result of Cutler's interest 

and participation she has recently 

been appointed General Federation

Land On General 
Booth Rezoned For 
Business Useage

Princess Anne Borough Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan finds it 
hard to believe that a busi- 
ness/industrial park that would 
generate 26,000 trips a day could be 
considered along General Booth 
Boulevard without any 
accommodation for the additional 
traffic. 

But City Council apparently 
found the park proposed by the 
Virginia Beach Development Au- 
thority too attractive to turn down 
and approved rezonings from agri- 
cultural uses to business and indus- 
trial for 120.2 acres of land on 
General Booth Boulevard and Lon- 
don Bridge Road. 

Area residents in the generally 
residential corridor object to the re- 
zonings, but the rezonings requested 
by the Authority were approved by 
a 10.1 vote with only McClanan 
dissenting. 

The Authority plans to purchase 
Ihe property from developer Edward 
S. Garcia for $6.3 million ($52,000 
an acre) and will add this to 252 
acres the authority purchased last 
year for the same price ($25,000 an 
acre). The 252-acre tract, known as 
the White farm, takes in the future 
extension of Dam Neck Road. 

The rezonings include 75.6 acres 
from AG-1 Agricultural District to 
1-1 Light Industrial District; 12.2 
acres from AG-1 Agricultural Dis- 
trict to B-2 Community Business 
District; 26.3 acres from AG-2 
Agricultural District to B-2 Com- 
munity Business District; and 6.1 
acres from AG-2 Agricultural Dis- 
trict to 1-1 Light Industrial District 
McClanan pointed out that the 
city's current road plan shows im- 
provements that will be needed for 
the area with residential, not with 
industrial and business develop- 
ment. She said that business and 
industrial development will lead to 
gridlock. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that the park is needed to allow

The crux of the problem is defining what is art. Clearly, art should mir- 
ror society in all its sometimes sickening glory. Detractors say there is no 
way the National Endowment for the Arts (NEA) or artists can defend 
falling under the banner of art, photos of a crucifix in a container of urine 
or men dressed in leather and chains. These are images Serrano and Map- 
plethorpe have captured. Granted, these are subjects not meant for every- 
one. And we don't condone homosexuality or insulting religion. But we do 
defend freedom of expression. If you don't like it don't look at it. And if 
people don't want the NEA deciding what is art and how certain arts pro- 
jects should be funded, let the government get rid of the people making die 
funding recommendations. 

That's basically what Maggie Danshaw, the city of Virginia 
Beach's arts and humanities specialist, suggests. 

'To me," Danshaw said, "the issue is a procedural one." 

She said that the Congress should rely on die opinions of the various 
officials appointed to make arts decisions, 

'Tnat^why they appoint people to decide who gets the funds," she said. 
"Many controversial programs can be art. I think his photography 
(Mapplethorpe's) is art from what I've seen. His photography is excellent 
and beautifully done." 

The problem, Danshaw said, is in trying to determine what is offensive 
and what is pleasant. And the mere fact that some art is publicly funded 
shouldn't enter into the equation in figuring out what is and is not art. 

"Many public funds are dispersed in ways I don't agree with," she said. 
"Reevaluating the selecting (process) might be more appropriate than 
withholding funding," she continued. 

Two organizations which have advocated and promoted the works of 
Mapplethorpe and Serrano have had their public funds interrupted by 
Congress for the next five years in response to its support of "offensive" 
art. Is that censorship? 

"I don't know what censorship is," Danshaw said, but "it appears to be 
censorship." 

Clouding the issue even further is trying to find the distinction between 
art and pornography. A nude body, for example, is usually art if it's painted 
on canvas, but trash if it's in a slick magazie. 

"Art is generally what we accept and those values change all the time," 
Danshaw said. 

Art should be thought provoking. Society is thought provoking. To 
limit an artist's creative license as to subject matter, in terms of public 
funding, is just a mild form of Authoritarianism. And that's offensive.

The rapid growth of the city of Virginia Beach has put immense pressures 
on our municipal government and its employees to meet the challenge of 
providing effective, efficient and quality services to our citizens. Technolog- 
ical changes have complicated the task of maintaining a qualified and well 
trained work force. Employees hired 10 to 15 years ago have seen their jobs 
change drastically and with these changes, the knowledge, skills and abilities 
required to perform their jobs has increased. 

In order to meet these challenges, we have provided educational assistance 
to employees who, on their own time, satisfactorily complete job related or 
promotional related technical or college courses. Our library director, Marcie 
Sims, attained her master's degree in Public Administration through this 
program and our city manager, Aubrey Watts, is working on his master's. 
Employees from virtually every department in the city have beeri able to 
improve their abilities through this program, and the city is the ultimate 
winner by having better educated, motivated and productive employees.

Balancing Of Our Constitutional Rights

The Bill of Rights, especially the First Amendment, continues to be the 
focus of opposing views. When there are conflicting rights involved, 
courts must balance the rights. In fact, the development of law itself is a 
continuous struggle to balance rights. 

Thomas Jefferson, then minister to France, wrote James Madison more 
than once of his concern that the Constitution lacked a bill of rights. In 
response to Madison's letter of October 17, 1788, Jefferson wrote, "In the 
arguments in favor of a declaration of rights, you omit one which has great 
weight with me, the legal check which it puts into the hands of judiciary. 
This is a body, which if rendered independent, and kept strictly to tiieir own 
department merits great confidence for their learning and integrity." 

In the delicate balancing-of-rights decisions by the court, reasonable men 
can differ. Even our wisest jurists differ. In few cases that reach the 
Supreme Court is there a unanimous decision. The most controversial 
cases of the past term were decided by a single vote! From the public out- 
cry, such "close calls" have not engendered the confidence Jefferson envi- 
sioned. 

In a recent column, David Broder wrote, "The court can resist, at least 
for a time, partisan currents ... but ultimately, an institution whose 
authority depends entirely on public acceptance of the legitimacy of its

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judgments must reflect the values of that society." 

In the 105 pages of opinion, concurrences and dissents, the Supreme 
Court appears to have touched the public's raw nerve. There is evidence 
that the Justices have sparked a hot debate in the flag burning, abortion, 
dial-a-pom, and menorah-but-not-creche display of decisions. Members of 
Congress, editors of magazines and newspapers as well as radio and televi- 
sion directors report that these rulings have triggered an avalanche of mail 
and telephone calls. 

It should be noted that the subjects of cases that reach the Supreme 
Court are controversial ones. These cases have already undergone scrutiny 
by recognized legal minds. At the trial level, evidence has been adduced and 
live witnesses have given their testimony under oath. 

Subsequently, the losing party has been afforded the opportunity to al- 
lege error and note legal objections, based solely upon the record. At the 
appellate level, the court in its "sound judicial discretion" determines 
which, if any, of the allegations merit judicial review.

City Council Revives Light Rail Transit Issue

City Council has revived the 
light rail issue with the adoption of 
a resolution requesting the Tidewa- 
ter Transportation District Com- 
mission to develop a financial plan 
for the proposed light rail transit 
service including a Naval Base ex- 
tension. 

Coupled with the resolution, 
which passed by an 8-3, vote was a 
letter signed by Vice Mayor Robert 
E. Fentress and Councilwoman 
Barbara M. Henley suggesting that 
an advisory referendum be held after 
the information from the TTDC 
study is available. Fentress and 
Henley are the Council's 
representatives on the Transporta- 
tion Commission. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker and 
Councilman John D. Moss had at- 
tempted to circumvent or at least 
delay the study until after an advi- 



sory referendum. 

That resolution, made by Parker 
and seconded by Moss, was defeated 
by one vote. Voting in favor were 
Moss and Parker, and Mayor Mey- 
era Oberndorf, Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan and Councilman Albert 
Balko. 

That resolution would have re- 
quested federal and state agencies to 
pursue a light rail system along the 
1-64 right-of-way and to request a 
TTDC to develop a financial plan 
for the proposed light rail system 
from Virginia Beach to the Naval 
Base. But the advisory referendum 
would come before any more funds 
are spent and before the city passed 
any ordinances establishing a light 
rail system from the city to any 
destination. 

When that motion was defeated, 
the study motion was passed with 



only Moss, Parker and Balko dis- 
senting. 

During the course of the discus- 
sion tempers flared briefly between 
Henley and Moss who usually are 
allies but in this instance are miles 
apart 

Reading from a 15-page paper, 
Moss listed ten "facts" from previ- 
ous studies and reports on light rail 
and asked numerous questions, 
concluding that "they are going to 
keep doing studies until they make 
the numbers fit." 

After hearing Moss' lengthy 
statement, Henley said that she had 
intended to answer Moss' question 
but there were so many and they 
were asked so rapidly that "I gave 
up." She said that she had faith in 
the people if they have the facts. 

Apparently angered by Henley's 
response, Moss said he realized that 



his remarks were very long, but "I 
got the resolution just Thursday 
night." 

Henley then said, "If you want to 
give me a copy, (of the questions) 
111 answer question by question." 
She added that the resolution she 
supported does not preclude a refer- 
endum but would have one after the 
study. She said that she did not ap- 
preciate "having a lot of statements 
misrepresented." 

Council previously voted twice 
continuing with the light rail pro- 
ject, as pointed out in Moss' state- 
ments. The most expressed objec- 
tion was the fact that the project 
considered, between downtown 
Norfolk and the Beach, did not in- 
clude an extension of the system to 
the Naval Base. 

A consultant's study had recom- 
mended construction of the Virginia 



Beach-Norfolk connection first with 
consideration of further connections 
hater. The Naval Base connection 
was not considered financially fea- 
sible at present. 

Citizens generally have spoken 
against the light rail system be- 
tween the Beach and Norfolk be- 
cause of the expense, the absence of 
transportation where it is needed 
most - the Naval Base, and the 
possible higher density develop- 
ment in the area of the rail system. 

In his statement. Moss pointed 
out that studies have shown that 
light rail transportation is 
economically feasible only in areas 
of higher residential densities - 20 
units per acre. The city's compre- 
hensive use plan recommends 
densities in the northern part of the 
city at three units an acre, he said. 

Moss has maintained that the 



number of riders which would be 
served by the system between Nor- 
folk and Virginia Beach was not 
sufficient to eliminate the need for 
any of the road improvements in 
the city's master road plan. 

He noted that the $200 million 
plus needed road improvements 
identified in the Pembroke area 
transportation analysis dated April 
1989 prepared by Fereric R. Harris, 
Inc. and John Pickard Associates 
says the estimated 3,890 daily 
Pembroke area LRT passengers 
represent only about 1.2 percent of 
the 338,000 estimated total daily 
persons riding with origins or des- 
tinations in the Pembroke area in 
the year 2010. 

He said over $700,000 has been

Application forms are being sent 
to all homes with a letter of expla- 
nation. To apply for free or reduced 
price meals, parents or guardians 
should fill out the application and 
return it to the school. Additional 
copies are available in the princi- 
pal's office in each school. The in- 
formation provided on the applica- 
tion will be used for the purpose of 
determining eligibility and may be 
verified at any time during the 
school year by school or other pro- 
gram officials. Applications may be 
made at any lime during the school 
year. 

To determine eligibility, the fol- 
lowing information must be pro- 
vided on the application: names of 
all household members; Social Se- 
curity numbers of all adult house- 
hold members or a statement that 
the household member does not 
possess one; total household in- 
come or the case number if the 
family currently receives food 
stamps or Aid To Families With 
Dependent Children (AFDC)/Aid 
To Dependent Children (ADC); and 
the signature of an adult household 
member certifying that the 
information provided is correct. 
Households are required to report 
increases in household income of 
over $50 per month or $600 per 



In certain cases foster children are 
also eligible for these benefits. If a 
household has foster care children 
living with them and wishes to ap- 
ply for meals for them, the house- 
hold must complete an application. 

The information provided by the 
household is confidential and will 
be only for purposes of determining 
eligibility and verifying data. 

Under the provisions of the free 
and reduced price policy, the director 
of Food Services will review appli- 
cations and determine eligibility. If 
a parent or guardian is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official, he 
may wish to discuss the decision 
with the determining official on an 
informal basis. If the parent wishes 
to make a formal appeal, he may 
make such a request, either orally or 
in writing, to James G. Ratliff, Jr., 
director of food services, Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools, P.O. 
Box 6038, Virginia Beach, VA 
23456. Hearing procedures are out- 
lined in the policy. 

In the operation of child feeding 
programs administered by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, no child 
will be discriminated against be- 
cause of race, color, sex, national 
origin, age, or handicap. If any 
member of a household believes he 
has been discriminated against, he 
should write immediately to the 
Secretary of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton. DC 20250.

In the federal system, the Supreme Court is the last step in final deter- 
mination. It can refuse to hear (he case, can overturn it, can affirm the ap- 
pellate court's finding, or even overrule in part and affirm in part. In so do- 
ing, this court can editorialize by rationalizing their thoughts in an opin- 
ion, or simply agree or disagree without comment 

The question of flag burning is not a new issue. In fact, impetus for the 
enactment of the Federal Flag Desecration Statute of 1967 came from the 
impact of flag burnings in the U.S. on troop morale in Vietnam. 

A report in UPDATE On Law-Related Education, Winter 1983 (a publi- 
cation of the American Bar Association's Committee on Youth Education 
for Citizenship), contained a small news item's headline, "Court Waives 
Flag Burners' Appeal." It concerned case number 81-6773, Kime v. United 
States, which the Supreme Court declines to review. 

Eight of the nine justices refused to hear a challenge to a law that made 
deliberate mutilation of the American flag a federal crime. The reporter 
commented, "Old Glory once more prevailed over the fire's red glare." Two 
communist party members were convicted and sentenced to eight months 
in prison though they claimed that the burning was a form of political 
protest protected by the Constitution. Justice Brennan, the lone dissenter, 
noted at the time that the law punishes only contemptuous mutilation of 
the flag and termed this law "censorship pure and simple." 

Six years later, the Supreme Court not only heard a similar case (Texas 
v.. Gregory Lee Johnson,) but this time Justice Brennan wrote the majority 
opinion for the closely divided 5-4 court. Justices Marshall, Blackmun, 
Scalia and Kennedy concurred, with Kennedy filing a concurring opinion. 
Chief Justice Rehnquist filed a dissenting opinion, in which Justices White 
and O'Connor joined. Justice Stevens filed a separate dissenting opinion. 

In his dissent, Rehnquist wrote, "Surely one of the high purposes of a 
democratic society is to legislate against conduct that is regarded as evil and 
profoundly offensive to the majority of people - whether it be murder, em- 
bezzlement, pollution, or flag burning." Although the Constitution limits 
the ability of majorities to impose their will on the minority, democratic 
values require respect for the majority in close calls. 

Columnist George Will commented, "The fundamental problem is a so- 
cial atmosphere saturated with a philosophy of extreme individualism. In 
many manifestations this philosophy is antidemocratic because it overrides 
the right of the community to speak and act." 

During July, a debate over a constitutional amendment to outlaw flag 
burning took place before a House subcommittee and also in the Senate, 
following the introduction of an amendment to allow the states and federal 
government to protect the U.S. flag from desecration. Some senators are 
pressing instead for legislation that could meet the Supreme Court guide- 
lines without amending the Constitution. 

Since the first ten amendments, known as the Bill of Rights, were rati- 
fied in 1791, there have been only 16 amendments and two of those cancel 
each other out. The Bill of Rights has never been amended. This question 
will be considered in October. One thing is certain. During these past 
weeks, the public has learned a great deal about our constitutional form of 
government and our freedom to dissent.

D.D. BruanNaid that nothing 
should be done until the city re- 
ceived commitments frbm the Nor- 
folk Southern Railroad whose rails 
the system would use. 

Dean Lee, president of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Council, Hampton 
Roads Chamber of Commerce, 
supported the study which would 
show "a range of opportunities." 

Fentress pointed out that the 
study would be financed by a federal 
grant at not cost to the citizens of 
Virginia Beach. 

McClanan was concerned that the 
wording of the resolution did not 
include specific references to a rail 
line along 1-64. 

Fentress explained that the study 



would include a full scope Of 
possibilities. Henley added that the 
resolution does not determine what 
will be the routes, but that the 
routes would be determined by the 
study. 

McClanan said she would like to 
support the Fentress motion be- 
cause she wanted an overall study. 

Henley said thai in the develop- 
ment of the financial program in 
the study she hoped that the funding 
would be determined that would 
permit lower fares than have been 
anticipated 

The project, which would cost 
$124 million initially, Moss said, 
would require increased taxes in the 
future.

New Ordinance Designates 
Bingo Halls As Condtional 



A new ordinance gives a bingo 
hall a definition of its own and des- 
ignates bingo halls as conditional 
uses. 

1 Previously bingo halls, consid- 
ered under "assembly halls," were 
permitted in the business 
classifications of B-1A, B-2, B-3, 
B-4 and in the Resort/Tourist dis- 
tricts of RT 2 and 3. A use permit 
was needed for a commercial recre- 
ation facility other than those of an 



outdoor nature when bingo was the 
only use in a building. 

The ordinance adopted by City 
Council defines the term bingo hall 
as a facility used primarily for the 
conduct of bingo games open to the 
public and not subsidiary to another 
house. 

The ordinance makes bingo halls 
a conditional use in the B-1A, B-2, 
B-3 B-4 districts and in the RT 2 
and 3 districts. 



First Night Virginia Beach 
Makes New Year's Eve Plans 



With $5,000 in seed money from 
City Council, First Night Virginia 
Beach will go ahead with plans to 
plan an alternate celebration for 
New Year's Eve for Virginia Beach 
residents. 

Michael Barrett, chairman of 
First Night, told Council that First 
Night, an arm of the Neptune Fes- 
tival, will also request the city for a 
loan of $50,000 to get the program 
under way.

The Pavilion, she added, is not 
the type of coliseum used for large 
groups with many exits and en- 
trances, but is a medium-sized con- 
vention and exhibit center accom- 
modating 5,000 people.

Keep Your Face Out Of Flood Water, 
Health Officials Say, It's Not Safe 



Barbara Walters To

"The greatest risk is when you 
put your face in the water," said 
Sharon Prescott, Virginia Beach's 
director of environmental health. 

Prescott is referring to standing 
pools of water, some of which 
may be up to four foot deep, 
which occur following local 
downpours and flood certain sec- 
tions of the city, including 
Princess Anne Plaza, Bay Colony 
and the North End. 

Atlantic Avenue has been 
closed several limes this summer 
because water through which cars 
had to travel was too deep, caus- 
ing many of the them to stall. 

But more important than the 
irritation and frustration mo- 
torists incur from the flooding, or 
the inconvenience and costs 
homeowners experience when 
they have to throw away or repair 
water damaged furnishings or ap- 
pliances, is the potential health 
threat the dirty water holds for 
youngsters who play in it. 

"People just generally know," 
that the water is unsanitary, said 
Dr. George Sjolund, director of 
the Virginia Beach Health De- 
partment. "The water is not rec- 
ommended for recreational use." 

He said the threat the 



"potentially contaminated" water 
poses is serious, but not enough 
to warrant sending out a city wide 
warning. 

Although children should not 
play in the water because of the 
bacteria and fecal matter which it 
may have collected from the 
roads, yards and cars coming in 
contact with it, Sjolund said, 
"rarely" does a child ingest 
enough of it to make him sick. If 
that happens, Sjolund said, nau- 
sea, cramps and diarrhea may oc- 
cur. If symptoms persist, call 
your physician. 

But generally, children, or 
anyone who walks through it and 
gets it on their skin, should wash 
immediately. 

The main bacteria present in 
the water, Sjolund said, comes 
from animal waste. But, Sjolund 
said, because it is just storm wa- 
ter, there "is no point" in testing 
it. He said it's "basically impos- 
sible" for any contaminated water 
to mix with the city's sanitary 
drinking water. 

The water can make people 
sick, Sjolund said, as if a person 
had eaten bad food, or food pre- 
pared by someone with unsani- 
tary hands. He likened the water, 
and its undesirable qualities, to 
dishpan water. 

Prescott, who works for

the pools "fecal 
soup." 

Sjolund in the city's health de- 
partment, said the water contains 
"from sewage to God knows 
what," and said every precaution 
should be made to keep children, 
or anyone, from submerging their 
heads in it. She said the eyes, 
nose, ears and mouth are easy 
portals of entry for bacteria.

Beach Is First Recipient 
For Homeless Grants

Virginia Beach is the first recipi- 
ent of a state grant for a program 
designed to prevent homelessness. 

Maryann Ustick, director of 
Housing and Neighborhood Preser- 
vation, told Council at a workshop, 
that the program, for which the 
General Assembly has allocated 
$1,026 million to be used in eight 
jurisdictions, is a new approach to 
the homeless issue. The Homeless 
Intervention program would offer 
temporary help for the potentially 
homeless and in securing permanent 
housing for the homeless. 

Approximately 81 females are 
expected to be helped by loans and 
grants for the payment of temporary 
rental assistance, temporary mort- 
gage assistance and security deposit 
assistance. A staff person will be 
hired to provide case management, 
counseling and follow-up with 
clients to help people keep their 
homes or find permanent housing. 



Sometimes, Ustick said, the 
problems people face 
porary, but that "without some help 
they may | lose their homes, find 
themselves among the homeless 
and their problems and expenses 
escalating as they try to find new 
homes, new jobs, and security 
payments. 

These people, Ustick said, can 
probably be maintained at home at 
less expense than would be 
involved in finding new housing all 
over again. 

Although people may become 
employed, she said, they often find 
it impossible to raise the $500 to 
$1,000 for security payments. 

She said that the program is not 
designed as the only solution and 
that it would not be appropriate for 
all in all situations. Key elements 
in the program are a creation of a 
network of agencies to provide a 
range of services. Andy Friedman, 
housing development administrator, 
has organized a network of 12 local

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Agricultural Extension Agent Baker 
Isn't Just Any Old Farm Hand

Thomas Baker's earliest memo- 
ries are silting on his grandfather's 
milking machine on his livestock 
farm. That could have something to 
do with how Baker, an extension 
agent in the Virginia Beach De- 
partment of Agriculture, became 
interested in agriculture. 

Baker wasn't bom on a farm, but 
he did spend lots of time on his 
grandparents' in Ohio. Baker's fam- 
ily moved from Toledo when he 
was 10, so during the summers he 
would travel back north from 
Kingsport, Tenn., to work as i 
farmhand. 

"I was constantly at the farm on 
weekends. I shoveled the brown 
stuff and did everything there was to 
be done," Baker said. 

Baker tended to the farm's sheep, 
cattle and hogs. As his knowledge 
of farm animals grew, so did his 
responsibilities.

After graduating from high 
school, Baker attended the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee as a music educa- 
tion major. He played the trumpet 
and had received a scholarship to 
play in the university's band. 

Before classes even started, Baker 
attended drop-add day and changed 
his major to undeclared. By his ju- 
nior year he had taken so many 
agriculture classes he decided U 
make that his major. 

"At that point I let my head fol- 
low my heart. I became a full- 
fledged agriculture student," he said. 

After graduating from college in 
1976, Baker still had no idea what 
kind of career he wanted to pursue. 
Since he didn't inherit a farm or 



marry into one, the idea of running 
a farm was out of the question. 
Baker became interested in exten- 
sion work so he enrolled in graduate 
school at the University of Illinois 
at Champagne-Urbana to "buy a 
little time" and gel into the exten- 
sion service. 

In 1977, one month after marry- 
ing his wife, Anne, Baker moved to 
Virginia Beach because then it was 
"Virginia's largest hog producing 
municipal unit." 

'The opportunity was quite a 
challenge. I knew I wanted to work 
here based on the agriculture indus- 
try. Virginia Beach still leads the 
state in non-corporate hog produc- 
tion," he said. 



As an extension agent. Baker 
"extends the resources of land grant 
colleges and universities to citizens 
through out the state. We work 
with those citizens to make their 
lives better," he said. 

Baker's primary clientele are 
fanners. He takes them the latest 
research and knowledge and helps 
them to learn ways they can apply 
it to their businesses. 

The extension service is divided 
into four areas: agriculture, home 
economics/family resources, com- 
munity and national resource devel- 
opment and 4-H/youth programs. 
Baker was recently awarded for his 
excellence in 4-H programming, 
although he is not a 4-H agent. 

Baker said "the opportunity to 
work with a wide variety of people 
and different subject areas'' is what 
he enjoys most about his job, 
which allows him to work closely 
with farmers as well as children.

Sandbridge Adopts Small Water 
Craft Ordinance Like Resort's 



Sandbridge beach will be treated 
like the resort strip when it comes 
to launching small water craft, in- 
cluding jet skis, from the beach. 

Under an ordinance adopted by 
City Council, the launching and 
landing of any sailboard, motor 
boat, personal water craft or any 
other recreational vessel on the 
beaches extending south of the 
Fleet Combat Training Center Dam 
Neck to the southern boundary of 
Little Island Park during the resort 
season will be banned. 

The ban extends from May 1 5 to 
Sept. 30 and between the hours of 
10 a.m. and S p.m. 

The exception is the surfing area 
at Little Island Park. Thai's where 
the boats will be relegated. 

Herb Taylor, representing the 
Sandbridge Civic League, talked 
specifically about jet skis which he 



said are dangerous to swimmers. He 
said that the people are having the 
same problem with jet skiers that 
they had with surfers before surfers 
were confined to certain areas of the 
beach during the season from 10 
a.m. to 5 p.m. 

But the skis are faster and harder 
to control, he said. 

The Little Island surfing area has 
300 feet available for the surfing 
and now boating, activities, and a 
lifeguard is on duty. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that the mixture of jet skis and 
surfers in 300 feet of surf bothered 
me. 

The ordinance was adopted unan- 
imously. 

The exceptions to the ban are 
emergency launching or launching 
for law enforcement purposes, and 
for commercial fishing boats. 



Council Wants Specifics On The 
Erosion Ordinances Fees 



While approving the amended 
Erosion and Sediment Control Or- 
dinance, City Council instructed the 
staff to return in two weeks with 
more specifics on the fee schedule. 

As the ordinance now reads, the 
fee, not to exceed $1 ,000, would be 
determined by the city engineer 
with the amount of the fee based on 
the anticipated costs associated with 
the issuance of grading or land-dis- 
turbing permit, plan review and an- 
ticipated periodic inspection for 
compliance with the erosion and 
sediment control plan. 

Vincent Napolitano, first vice 
president of the Tidewater Builders 
Association, said that the TBA had 
become aware of the ordinance only 



Friday. He said that when major 
changes in the fee structure were 
made recently, the building industry 
hoped that no additional fees would 
be imposed in the near future. 

City Manager Aubrey Watts Jr., 
said that the city in adopting the 
ordinance, was trying to be consis- 
tent with State law. 

Councilwoman Reba McCIanan 
said that she would like to see the 
ordinance tougher and stronger. She 
asked that more specifics be 
brought in on the fee schedule. 

Councilman John D. Moss said 
that the "surprise by the industry is 
amazing" considering the fact that 
the provisions had first been con- 
sidered by the General Assembly. 



Beach Regulations Update 

To ensure the safety of residents and visitors, the city of Virginia 
Beach prohibits the following activities: 

* Carrying open or unsealed alcoholic beverages in a public place 
or vehicle: 

* Drinking alcoholic beverages or tendering to another in public 
places; 

* Public profanity and drunkenness; 

* Disorderly conduct in public places; 

* Sleeping on the beach, benches, or in automobiles (8 p.m. to 8 
a.m.); 

* Boarding or alighting from moving vehicles; 

* Riding oo the portion of a vehicle not intended for passengers; 

* Littering, urinating in public, excessive noise; 

* Playing ball or frisbee on the beach; 

* Use of unauthorized vehicles on die beach, boardwalk and 
adjacent grassy areas. 

Alcohol: You must be at least 21 to consume, possess or buy beer, 
wine and liquor. 

Surfing: Locations and limes vary. For information on a specific 
surfing area, call 428-9133. 

Loud Music: Portable stereos must be kept at a reasonable volume 
to avoid disturbing others. 

Pets: Pets are not permitted on the public beaches, boardwalk or 
grassy area between the boardwalk and hotels from May 15 to Sept. 30 
They are allowed under control in the residential area north of 42nd 
Street or South of Rudee Inlet between 7 p.m. and 9 a.m. Airtight clean- 
up containers must be used For information Call 427-4 158. 

Bicycles: Cyclists most follow the same rules of the road as automo- 
bile drivers, keeping to the right and obeying ail traffic laws. Bicycles 
are not permitted in center lanes or turn lanes or in the ccntcrof the street 
between lanes. Bicycles may not ride on sidewalks or the boardwalk, 
andmuststay within the marked bicycle path adjacent to the boardwalk. 

Mopeds: Moped operators are required to wear a face shield, safety 
glasses or goggles approved by the superintendent of State Police, or 
have a safety glass or windshield at all times. Operators and passengers 
must also wear an approved protective helmet 

Skateboards and Roller Skates: Prohibited from May 1 to October 
1 on the boardwalk, grassy area, bicycle path, oceanfront parks or 
sidewalks east of Pacific Avenue. 

Parking: To ensure access to parking and allow for safe passage of 
emergency vehicles, parking regulations are strictly enforced. Obey 
parking signs and restrictions. Metered parking is strictl y enforced from 
May 1 through October 1.

The city of Virginia Beach is 
letting the Commonwealth Trans- 
portation Board of the Department 
of Transportation know that it 
doesn't want trees trimmed on 
highways to make billboards more 
visible. 

By a vote of 6-5 City Council 
adopted a resolution requesting the 
Board to discontinue a policy which 
allows the trimming of trees on 
public right-of-way in front of bill- 
boards "because the public property 
is held as a trust by the Common- 
wealth and should be preserved to 
the extent possible for all the resi- 
dents of the Commonwealth." 

The resolution states that trim- 
ming the trees is a dangerous 
precedent. 

Trimming trees was an experi- 
mental three-year policy which ex- 
pired last December. The policy 
only allows trimming on State 
right-of-way for billboards that are a 



conforming use. In Virginia Beach, 
according to City Manager Aubrey 
V. Watts, Jr., the only billboard 
that meets the criteria is on Route 
44 and is the National Advertising 
Billboard. The only other site in the 
Suffolk district affected is a bill- 
board along Battlefield Boulevard in 
Chesapeake. 

The Board is expected to make a 
recommendation soon as to whether 
to continue the policy as it is, ex- 
pand it or discontinue it com- 
pletely. 

Watts said that the policy was 
originally adopted in an effort to 
decrease "outlaw" cutting of trees 
and brush and spraying of chemicals 
by unknown persons to make the 
billboards more visible. 

Voting against the resolution 
were Vice Mayor Robert V. Fen- 
tress, and Councilmcn John A. 
Baum, Harold Heischober, John L. 
Perry and William J. Sessorm U 



and the city's Courtesy Patrol. For 
Labor Day, this Courtesy Patrol 
will include volunteers who are 
leaders of local college student or- 
ganizations, college administrators 
and recent college graduates. 

"As usual, we will expect 
voluntary compliance with all our 
city's laws and ordinances," said 
Chief Wall. 



City Changes Towing Ordinance 
To Limit Damage To Cars 



This year's version of the towing 
ordinance has been adopted by a 10- 
1 vote with Councilwoman Reba 
McCIanan dissenting. 

The changes are an attempt by 
the city to limit damage to towed 
automobiles and to assure a low 
company of some renumeration for 
answering a call whether the vehicle 
is eventually towed or not 

A problem arises when a tow 
company answers a call to tow a 
wrongly parked or unauthorized ve- 
hicle only to find that he loses a fee 
because the owner shows up to 
claim his car. To avoid this, low 
operator in their haste to hook up 
the vehicle (they are permitted to 
claim a SIS fee to release the vehi- 
cle) may damage the vehicle. 
Councilman Harold Heischober said 
that he has had automobiles deliv- 
ered to his dealership with lorn up 
transmissions. 

The change in the ordinance re- 



quires only that the tow operator 
have his truck in position to tow 
the car before he can claim the $15. 
If the owner shows up and does not 
have the $15, the vehicle can be 
lowed but the fee is then limited to 
$25 instead of (he usual $40 fee. 

McCIanan protested that the city 
has raised towing fees three limes 
in two years, each lime expecting 
the problems to be solved. What 

accrues, she said, is bad publicity. 
She said that the provisions in the 
ordinance were added as a favor to 
the towing companies. 

Vice Mayor Robert V. Fentress 
said that the other side of the story 
is that the cars are towed from mer- 
chants parking lots. He said that the 
need to tow illegally parked cars is 
distasteful to them, but necessary. 
He adds, "It will be back next year 
because it always is." 



Due to the large number of visi- 
tors expected to the oceanfront area 
over the Labor Day holiday week- 
end, the Virginia Beach Police De- 
partment has made special prepara- 
tions to ensure a safe and enjoyable 
environment for residents and visi- 
tors. 

In response to problems resulting 
from large numbers of college-age 
people in the resort area last year, 
the Police Department has increased 
its oceanfront presence for this La- 
bor Day Weekend. After researching 
methods used by other resorts to 
deal with large student crowds, the 
Police Department has requested 
assistance from the State Police and 
the Sheriffs Department. If neces- 
sary, National Guard military pohdje 
reserve units will be readily avail- 
able to assist. 

Police Chief Charles Wall stated, 
"I am confident that the special 
precautions we have taken will help 
provide for the safely of our citizens 
and visitors during ihe Labor Day 
Weekend. While the oceanfront may 
be our busiest area, we are con- 
cerned with protecting all of Vir- 
ginia Beach. We will continue to 
provide police services throughout 
our city." 

To help citizens and visitors un- 
derstand the local laws and ordi- 
nances in Virginia Beach, the Po- 
lice Department will continue to 
provide the informational brochures 
they have been distributing this 
summer. 

To further expand services for 
Labor Day, brochures will be dis- 
tributed by oceanfront businesses

Questions, mostly unanswered, 
about the regional jail facility keep 
popping up — like just how much 
the state will actually contribute, 
where the facility will be located 
and what inducement will be offered 
the host community. 

Still, City Council appropriated 
$164,796 as its share of a $600,000 
study proposed by the Southeastern 
Virginia District Planning Com- 
mission (SEVDPC) as the first 
phase in the project. 

In fact. Councilman John D. 
Moss said, it's more than the city's 
share when the prospective use of 
the facility is considered. He sug- 
gested that the beach contribution 
be considered as its part in 
regionalism. 

The basis used for allocating 
costs of the study was population, 
said Arthur Collins, SEVDPC ex- 
ecutive director, since the use pro- 
jected, based on the number of beds 
which will be utilized by a locality, 
lends to change. Therefore for this 
phase of the project, the appor- 
tionment of the cost on the 
population leaves Virginia Beach 
wilh 27 percent of the highest cost. 

The local funding for the funding 
will be repaid to the communities 
from proceeds of the bond issue. If 



the project is not built, however, 
money will be gone. 

Three jurisdictions, Suffolk, Isle 
of Wight and Franklin have decided 
to build a regional jail of their own. 
The other communities in the dis- 
trict are Norfolk, Portsmouth, 
Southampton County, Suffolk and 
Chesapeake. 

Each is being asked to participate 
in the study. Chesapeake deferred a 
decision until next month although 
the SEVDPC had expected to have 
the decisions in by the end of this 
month. 

In nine jurisdictions that origi- 
nally had indicated interest in 
participating there are 1,305 sen- 
tenced prisoners with the need 
through the year 2010 projected at 
2,300 beds. Virginia Beach cur- 
rently has 212 sentenced prisoners 
and the need for the year 2010 is 
expected to be 377 beds. 

Collins said that jurisdictions 
will participate in financing the ac- 
tual construction and operation of 
the building on the basis of the 
number of beds reserved for the 
community. 

Collins also said that the site 
will be identified before any money 
will be spent.

The annual publication, Virginia's Education Disparities, has been re- 
leased by the Virginia Education Association. This publication offers a sta- 
tistical comparison of the 140 school districts in Virginia. This information 
often indicates strengths and weaknesses of school systems and can aid the 
community in its attempts to improve the quality of education. 

How do Virginia Beach schools compare? 

The Great! 

Beach schools ranked second in the percent of graduates continuing educa- 
tion after graduation for the third year in a row. 

The Shifting! 

For the second time in as many years, our school division lost ground in 
the ranking of average classroom teacher salary. In '87 we ranked 1 1th, in 
'88 we slipped to 14th, and in the '89 report, which reflects 87-88 salaries, 
we fell dramatically to 23rd in the state. As a result of the 88-89 and 89-90 
salary levels approved by the board and council, we will continue to lose 
ground. We have fallen below the state average ($27,189), despite the fact 
that the cost of living in Virginia Beach is 5 percent above the state average, 
and we fall farther behind the national average teacher salary, which we have 
never reached. One must ask how long this slippage can occur before we

lose the ability to compete for the best teachers in this time of teacher 
shortages on the local, state, and national level. 

The Alarming! 

In local funds per pupil, our system ranks 92nd out of 134 reporting dis- 
tricts, while in ability to fund our schools based on the "1987 Real Estate 
and Public Service Corporation Property Values" we ranked 47th. Our effort 
should match our ability. We spend $1,058 per pupil in local funds, while 
"benchmark districts" (similar school districts identified by the state for pur- 
poses of comparison) such as Henrico ($2,187), Roanoke County ($2,174), 
and James City/Williamsburg ($2,209) more than double our investment of 
local funds in education. Our neighbors, Chesapeake and Norfolk, spend 
$1,437 and $1,958 respectively. Falls Church annually invests $5,494 in 

the education of each of their children.

Women's Rights To Participate In Democratic Process

Almost 70 years ago, on August 26, 1920, the 19th Amendment to the 
United States Constitution went into effect. That date today is celebrated as 
Women's Equality Day, though that amendment does not mention women 
or equality. 

The Amendment, proposed June 4, 1919, states: "The right of citizens of 
the United States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States 
or by any State on account of sex." It interested me that amendments giving 
women the right to vote had been introduced in Congress one after another 
for more than 40 years before this one was finally passed. 

In the colonies, some women were taxpayers and considered "free-born 
citizens." They were even able to vote under some colonial laws, except in 
New York and Virginia! The Revolutionary War inspired liberal thought on 
women's rights. However, the Continental Congress left decisions about 
voting to the states. Only New Jersey gave women that right, but took it 
away again in 1807. 

As factories expanded in number, women were needed in the work force. 
Meanwhile, men who were fighting for temperance reforms, education, and 
theabolition of slavery needed the help of women. Thus, they agreed to help 
women gain a greater voice on public issues. 

An important convention was held in Seneca Falls, N.Y., in 1848. Al- 
though Susan Anthony did not attend that meeting, her parents and sister

attended and signed the "Declaration of Sentiments" demanding equal rights 
for women. At that time, Susan's interests were in temperance and antislav- 
ery activities. 

But when she attended the Anti-Slavery Anniversary in Syracuse, in 
1851, she met Elizabeth Cady Stanton, the women's rights activist of the 
time. It was Stanton who convinced Anthony that the ballot would give 
women a voice in government. She never wavered from that conviction. 

The following year, Anthony was a delegate to the state Sons of Temper- 
ance meeting in Albany. She was outraged when she was denied the right to 
speak because of her gender. As a result of this incident, she organized a 
Woman's Temperance Convention and later a Woman's Society. 

Then, in 1869, Anthony and Stanton founded the National Woman Suf-

LeeCahill's Virginia Beach City Council Report 
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Council Agrees To Build $34.4 Million Judicial Center 



City Council voted 10-1 to build 
a $34.4 million judicial center at 
the Municipal Center in Princess 
Anne Courthouse, requiring a .6 
cent real estate tax rate increase. 
However, Council still hopes that 
General Assembly action in the fu- 
ture will make the tax hike unnec- 
essary. 

Tacked onto the motion to ap- 
prove the project is a request to the 
General Assembly to allow a $6 fee 
on processes filed in the courts 
which could be used for construc- 
tion of the complex. Council- 
woman Barbara Henley said that the 
fee would generate enough money 
so that the city would not need a 
tax increase. 

The request was turned down by 
the 1989 General Assembly. Vir- 
ginia Beach Del. Moody Stallings 
said that local legislators can pursue 
the matter but "I don't think it will 
pass." He said that the city does not 
generate much sympathy from other 
legislators because of its high in- 
come and lowest tax rate in the 



state. He said that there is no com- 
parison between the real estate tax 
rate in Virginia Beach with that in 
Northern Virginia. 

Henley said she recalled that local 
legislators were told that when the 
city increased its tax rate above a 
dollar (per $ 100 valuation) it should 
return to the Assembly with its re- 
quests. Henley pointed out that the 
city will be looking at a tax rate 
over a dollar next year to Finance 
the school construction. She said 
that localities all around the state 
could benefit from the fee proposed 
by Virginia Beach. 

Stallings said that the city can 
possibly make an alliance with 
Northern Virginia legislators. 

Councilman Harold Heischober, 
who had asked that the judicial cen- 
ter project be brought back to the 
Council for consideration, added 
that assessments in Virginia Beach 
are 92 percent of the real market 
value, and may be the highest in 
the state. This would make the 
effective tax rate higher, he aid 



The financial method selected by 
Council would apply all available 
related revenue dedicated for the 
project and finance by cash the cen- 
tral heating plant. Certificates of 
participation would be used for the 
remaining $29,550 with the debt 
retired by raising the real estate 
property tax rate by .6 cents effec- 
tive July 1, 1990. Operating funds 
worth $2.5 million granted by the 
General Assembly would not be 
used 

One of the portions would have 
paid the debt by using available 
completed Capital Improvement 
Program project balances and taking 
funds from other projects, such as 
bikeways. 

The 286,000-square-foot facility 
will be located on three acres of 
land west of the municipal center 
and will house the Juvenile Court, 
Circuit Court, General District 
Court, Court Clerks' offices. 
Commonwealth's Attorney, Public 
Defender's office, Court Services 
Unit and Adult Probation. 



At present the functions are 
served by a 20-year old red brick 
Courthouse and a number of 
temporary structures. 

When Council decided on June 8, 
1987 to construct the Center, it had 
planned to generate funds from rev- 
enues from the use of the courts and 
offices of the clerks of c6urts 
through court costs, fees and fines, 
and to initiate legislation in the 
General Assembly to raise the 
money in this way and to enter into 
a lease-purchase agreement to fund 
the project. 

The General Assembly, however, 
did not grant the city's requests. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan, 
who voted against approval, wanted 
to present the project to the voters 
in a referendum. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf said 
that the project is an effort to 
"move forth on law and order." She 
said the people need a safe envi- 
ronment to work. 

The new center will be equipped 
with top security devices. The pre- 



sent facilities make it impossible to 
separate the criminal from the vic- 
tim, volunteer or court personnel. 



Councilman John D. Moss said 
that prospects of additional Stale 
funding do not take away the real 
need for the facility now. 



Council Adopts Wording On 
School Bond Referendum 



In authorizing on second reading 
the $68,375 school bond referen- 
dum on Nov. 7, City Council also 
adopted the wording of the referen- 
dum question. 

Recommendations of the School 
Board and Council were incorpo- 
rated in the question with the ap- 
proval of the city's bond counsel. 

The most substantive change, 
according to Interim City Auorncy 
Kevin Cosgrove, was the elimina- 
tion of the phrase "among other 
projects" before a listing of the 
projects which arc included in the 
referendum. 

What this means, said Cosgrove, 



is that a change in the use of the 
funds from one project to another, 
will involve a validation by the 
Circuit Court. 

The real estate tax rate increase 
necessary to finance the projects in 
the referendum is 4,6 cents per 
$100 valuation bringing the city's 
lax rate to $1,026, effective July 1, 
1990.

City Supports Bush's 
Drug Control Strata 



In a recent letter to President 
George Bush, Virginia Beach 
Mayor Meyera E. Oberndorf en- 
dorsed the city's support for the na- 
tion's First drug control strategy to 
be announced in September by fed- 
eral officials. 

In a cooperative effort with may- 
ors throughout the nation, recently 
initiated by the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors, Oberndorf expressed the 
city's interest in beefing up legisla- 
tion to prosecute drug users and 
pushers, and has suggested that un- 
der-utilized federal properties, in- 
cluding military facilities should be 
used as correction and drug treat- 
ment centers. 

The letter was issued in prepara- 
tion for the upcoming strategy pre- 
sentation on September 5 by Na- 
tional Drug Control Policy Director 
William Bennett, and was sent to 
show united support through the 
offices of city mayors coast to 
coast. 

In the last two years, the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors has convened 
two national meetings on this is- 
sue, bringing together mayors and 
police chiefs to examine this crisis 
in American cities. 

The conference, through working 
sessions, has developed 
comprehensive anti-drug policy 




statements which have now become 
the basis for its overall anti-drug 
strategy. 

In other correspondence from the 
conference leadership to Bennett, 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
listed a sixteen-point strategy which 
they requested to be included in his 
agenda for the federal anti-drug pro- 
gram. They are: Interdiction, inter- 
national drug summit, international 
drug eradication Army, crop 
conversion, full and direct funding 
for anti-drug programs, sharing 
seized assets, strengthened criminal 
justice system, Justice Department 
prosecution, use of surplus and 
military property, tougher penal- 
ties, ban of semiautomatic assault 
weapons, penalizing banks and fi- 
nancial institutions, treatment on 
demand, treatment research, presi- 
dential role and national drug con- 
trol director and mayors. 

Mayors throughout the United 
States are releasing simultaneous 
statements of endorsement to pro- 
vide to the nation a visible united 
front against the War on Drugs. 

Once the federal program is an- 
nounced the Virginia Beach City 
Council will review issues involved 
to determine what course of action 
it will take to respond to this effort.

City Reaches Agreement On 
Lake Gaston Water Project 



Virginia Beach Mayor Meyera E. 
Oberndorf recently announced that 
after months of intensive negotia- 
tions, the city of Virginia Beach 
and Brunswick County have reached 
an agreement in regard to the Lake 
Gaston Water Supply Project. 

The agreement provides for local 
consent approval from Brunswick 
County. Local consent is required 
to allow construction of the Lake 
Gaston Water Supply Project in 
Brunswick County, specifically the 
water intake structure, pump station 
and 19 miles of pipeline in the 
county. 

In making the announcement, 
Mayor Oberndorf stated, "I am 
pleased that we have reached this 
accord. This agreement provides a 
balance between the two communi- 
ties and fosters a spirit of coopera- 
tion. It represents a significant 
achievement in the city's goal to 
providing a permanent reliable wa- 
ter supply source for Virginia 
Beach. 

Brunswick County plays a 
unique role in the Lake Gaston 
Project since the water intake 
structure, pump station, approxi- 
mately 19 miles of pipeline and a 
portion of Lake Gaston lie within 
the County. 

The agreement terminates all 
current litigation and will avoid fu- 
ture litigation with Brunswick 
County. Further delays in the pro- 
ject, and increases in legal expenses 
and other costs due to continuing 
litigation with the county have 
thereby been avoided. This action 
has overcome a major hurdle in the 
construction of the pipeline. 



A summary of the major points 
of the agreement is as follows: 
Brunswick Agrees To: 

1. Grant local consent to allow 
construction of project. 

2. Not withhold the issuance of 
local permits. 

3. Not contribute to litigation 
opposing the project. 

4. Withdraw from all litigation. 

5. Not oppose the construction 
of the project. 

Virginia Beach Agrees To: 

1. Provide compensation to 
Brunswick County for water facili- 
ties impact and real and potential 
tax revenue loss for a total of 
$3,050,000. 

2. Not unreasonably oppose fu- 
ture discharge permits into Lake 
Gaston and not seek special stan- 
dards for the Pea Hill Creek area of 
Lake Gaston. 

3. Not interfere with Lake Gas- 
ton recreational activities. 

4. Not exercise power of eminent 
domain for future water projects 
without consent of Brunswick 
County. 

5. Pay $1,675,000 if Virginia 
Beach makes a future application to 
the Corps of Engineers for a new 
project. 

This landmark agreement be- 
tween Virginia Beach and 
Brunswick County demonstrates 
how the spirit of cooperation be- 
tween two communities can bring 
individual goals to a mutually 
agreeable solution.

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Coordinator Plans Top-Notch NAS Oceana Air Show

Bleachers appear on the tarmac, 
planes from other branches of the 
U.S. Armed Services spring up 
along the flight line, rides and 
booths are put in place and in less 
than two days, the ground portion 
of an air show takes shape. 

But that's only after months of 
planning. 

"If I had to do it all by myself, it 
would be impossible," says Avia- 
tion Safety Officer Lieutenant 
Commander (LCDR) R.E. Bissell, 
who is the coordinator for Naval 
Air Station (NAS) Oceana's 1989 
Air Show scheduled for Saturday, 
September 23 and Sunday, 
September 24. 

"Different members of the com- 
mittee make everything come to- 
gether," he said. 

He has an edge on this year's 
show: he was last year's show 
coordinator. The second time 
around, he isn't as overwhelmed by 
the responsibility, but there arc still 
challenges. 

Challenges facing the coordinator 
surface in November, shortly after 
the completion of that year's show. 
A request for an aerial demonstra- 
tion team was made to the Depart- 
ment of Defense in August and the 
schedule came out in December. 
Backup considerations must also be 
planned. 

The Canadian Snowbirds are the 



featured performers l$fr the 1989 Air 
Show. 

"We're delighted about getting 
the Snowbirds," says Bissell. "It's 
going to be fun. I've talked to them 
off and on since November, and 
they arc ready to come. They are 
looking forward to Virginia Beach. 

After confirmation of the feature 
act, "then we determine what other 
professionals will blend into the 
show centering around the aerial 
demonstration team," notes Bissell. 
"Once we have (the team) in place, 
then we look at theprevious year's 
show to find out what worked and 
what didn't work." 

According to the coordinator, 
there are about eight or so multi- 
airplane acts on the civilian air 
show circuit. Money, as well as 
show blend, is a consideration. 
Each year's show hinges on 
concessions money from the year 
before. "We don't know how much 
money we are going to have to 
work with next year, until after this 
year's show. If this show gets 
rained out, then obviously it will 
have a bearing on the amount of 
funds to put towards next year's 
show." 

The lineup of civilian acts to 
complement the military portion of 
the '89 Air Show includes: Steve 
Powell's acrobatic sailplane 
demonstration, new to the NAS 
Oceana Air Show; The French 
Connection, who appeared here for 
the first lime last year; the Bud 



Light Bede Jet; and Charlie Ki.!p, 
The Flying Farmer. 

The entire air show is scripted by 
the coordinator and committee 
members. "The worst thing you can 
have at an air show is people sit- 
ting on their hands waiting for the 
next performer," says Bissell. To 
prevent any holes, the show is 
timed so that while one act is five 
minutes from finishing, the next is 
staging for its turn. "When the act 
ends, the next performer is cleared 
to go," explains Bissell. Performers 
have a copy of the show time-line 
so that they know what they are 
"shooting for." In addition, they are 
all in radio contact with the tower. 

"We are in touch with the tower 
via hand radio at the announcer's 
table," says Bissell. 

It is the communication link 
with the cockpits through the 
tower. The tower controls every- 
thing on the field. If an act ends 
earlier, the tower notifies the next 
act, "you're on." The radio link 
with the tower gives the announcer 
information needed to broadcast a 
"play-by-play" for the audience. 

A flyover of NAS Oceana aircraft 
will welcome the audience right af- 
ter the national anthem. It will be a 
flight of F-14's, A-6's, F-16's, A- 
4's and a T-2. According to Bissell, 
of Oceana aircraft, only the F-14 
and the A-6 will perform solo 
demonstrations - the F-14 in an

aerial display and the A-6 in simu- 
lated target bombing runs. 

A F-18 Hornet from NAS Cecil 
Field Florida is slotted for a per- 
formance during the air show. 

Aircraft from the Army, Air 
Force, Marines, Coast Guard and 
the Confederate Air Force will be 
on static display prior to and during 



the air show. 

"We have a commitment for an 
Air Force C-10 and a B-52," says 
Bissell. "We've been trying to set 
the groundwork and keep our name 
on the top of the pile for the SR-71 
and the B-l Bomber, but the 
chances are remote." 

Berthing and transportation are 
among other challenges Bissell and 



his committee of 20 members deal 
with during the air show's prepara- 
tion. 

From all indications, the 1989 
NAS Oceana Air Show on Satur- 
day, September 23 and Sunday, 
September 24 should be the best 
planned and performed in Oceana's 
history!

Proof of immunization 
against diptheria, pertussis 
(whooping cough), tetanus, polio, 
rubeola (measles), rubella (German 
measles), and .mumps is also 
necessary for students transferring 
from a school outside Virginia. 

A student transferring into any 
Virginia Beach public school from 
another Virginia school system 
must have a report card from, the 
last school of attendance. Transfer 
certificates and/or scholastic records 
from the previous school help place 
the student at the appropriate grade 
level. An official transcript from 
the sending school will then be re- 
quested by the Virginia Beach 
school into which a student wishes 
to transfer.

New Beach Schools To Ease 
Existing Crowded Conditions 



In an effort to keep up with the 
city's constantly increasing student 
population, four new schools, in- 
cluding three elementary, are sched- 
uled to open September 5. 

In addition, on November 7, 
Virginia Beach voters will decide 
whether or not to approve a $68.4 
million bond issue which would 
provide funding for the moderniza- 
tion of current schools, construc- 
tion of new schools, and site acqui- 
sition for future schools. 

Each of the three new elementary 
schools opening this year are de- 
signed to hold 900 students. Tall- 
wood Elementary is located near 
Mount Trashmorc II at Centerville 
Turnpike and Kempsville Road; 
Red Mill Elementary is located near 
the intersection of Princess Anne 
and Sand bridge roads and adjacent to 
the entrance of the Lago Mar 
subdivision; and Ocean Lakes Ele- 
mentary is located in Ocean Lakes 
subdivision off Old Dam Neck 
Road. 

Although most of the work on 
the new elementary schools is 
complete, work on the administra- 
tive sections of Tallwood Elemen- 
tary and Ocean Lakes Elementary is 
expected to continue during 
evenings once school begins. All of 
the new schools will be open for 
instruction on September S. 

A fourth new elementary school 
is also currently under construction. 
Glenwood Elementary, a near copy 
of the larger Birdneck Elementary, 
is scheduled to open in the Glen- 
wood subdivision in 1990. 

One new secondary school will 
open September S. Salem High 
School, designed for 2,000 stu- 
dents, is located just southwest of 
Salem Junior High off Lynnhaven 
Parkway. 

Although school officials project 
an overall student population in- 
crease of approximately 2,000 stu- 
dents, the addition of the four new 
schools allows for enrollment de- 
creases at several of the city's most 
crowded schools. Birdneck Elemen- 
tary, for example, will see its en- 
rollment drop from 2,274 students 
in June to a projected 1,525 
September 30. Other schools with 
large projected enrollment decreases 
include Princess Anne Elementary, 
Fairfield Elementary, North Land- 
ing Elementary, Princess Anne Ju- 
nior High, Kcllam Senior High, 
and Green Run Senior High. 



The only school in operation 
during the 1988-89 academic year 
with a projected student increase in 
excess of 150 students from June 
15 is Roscmont Forest Elementary, 
where 251 more students are ex- 
pected. 

School officials expect a total 
enrollment of 69,807 on September 
30, which would represent an in- 
crease of 2,835 from the division's 
actual enrollment on September 30, 
1988. School officials warn, how- 
ever, that there is no way of know- 
ing exactly how many students will 
show up on opening day, in spite 
of prcregistration and official pro- 
jections. 

Large numbers of families move 
both in and out of Virginia Beach 
during the summer; therefore, some 
class size adjustments are required 
every year. Following that adjust- 
ment period, no class size will ex- 
ceed accreditation standards of either 
the Stale Department of Education 
or the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools. 

New gymnasiums are currently 
being built at Kingston, Malibu, 
and Thalia elementary schools. 
Construction on those gyms is ex- 
pected to be completed before the 
end of this year. 

The final phase of the division's 
air conditioning project is also cur- 
rently underway. Thalia, 
Thoroughgood, Woodstock, 
Princess Anne, and Holland 
elementary schools arc receiving air 
conditioning, as arc Kemps Landing 
School and Great Neck Junior 
High. Once the project is complete, 
all of the Virginia Beach public 
schools will be air conditioned. 

Each year the School Board up- 
dates its construction plans, based 
on growth of the city, new enroll- 
ment, and actual birth rates, as well 
as on data-based projections for the 
future. 

A $68.4 million bond referendum 
will be a part of November's gen- 
eral election in Virginia Beach. If 
approved, funding raised through 
the issuance of bonds would be used 
for the modernization of two high 
schools, the construction of one 
high, one middle, and two elemen- 
tary schools, site acquisition for 
future schools, and the addition of 
14 elementary gymnasiums.

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Large Number Of Adult 
Education Courses Offered 



The Adult and Continuing 
Education program of Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools contin- 
ues to broaden its course offerings. 
This fall the program has some- 
thing to offer all adults, whether 
they are seeking a high school 
diploma or its equivalency, need a 
work -related course to help in get- 
ting a job or promotion, want to 
sharpen certain skills, or merely 
want to take an interesting course 
just for the fun of it. 

Courses in Adult and Continuing 
Education are offered at the Adult 
Learning Center at 4722 Jericho 
Road and in various public schools 
throughout the city of Virginia 
Beach. 

The high school General Equiva- 
lency Degree (GED) preparatory 
course is designed to help the adult 
student prepare to take the GED 
examination. Adult Basic Education 
(ABE) classes are designed to help 
persons functioning below the 
ninth grade level to improve read- 
ing, mathematics, or English lan- 
guage skills. 

Registration and placement test- 
ing for both ABE and GED courses 
will be held September 5 through 8 
from 9 a.m. until 1 p.m. and on 
September 5, 6, and 11 in the 
evenings beginning at 6:30 p.m. 
From September 13 until May 21, 
1990, registration and testing will 
be held Monday through Thursday 9 
to 11 a.m. and on Monday and 
Wednesday evenings beginning at 
6:30 p.m. 

Both the ABE and GED courses 
will begin September 13. Daytime 
classes at the Adult Learning Center 
will be held from 9 a.m. until 1 
p.m. Monday through Friday. 
Evening classes at the Adult Learn- 
ing Center will be held on Mondays 
and Wednesdays from 6:30 p.m. to 
9 p.m. Classes will be held on 
Tuesday and Thursday evenings in 
various city schools. Tuition for 
the GED course is $65 for both day 
and evening classes. GED tests are 
administered die third Saturday of 
each month and on the first Monday 
and Wednesday in October, 

November, and December. Fee for 
the test is $20. 

High school diploma courses 
will be offered in the evening at 
Princess Anne High School. A to- 
tal of 150 hours of instruction is 
necessary per credit. For informa- 
tion on times and dates, contact the 
Adult Learning Center at 473-5091. 

The English as a Second Lan- 
guage (ESL) course assists non- 
English speaking adults to speak, 
read, write, and understand the En- 
glish language. Placement testing 
and registration for ESL classes 
will lake place from 9 a.m. until 1 
p.m. September 5 through 8, with 
evening hours beginning at 6:30 
p.m. on September 5 and 6. From 



September 13 through January 25, 
1990, placement testing and regis- 
tration will be held Monday 
through Thursday from 2 until 3:30 
p.m. and on Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings from 6:30 to 8 p.m. There 
will be no evening registration on 
Thursday, January 25, 1990. 

ESL classes, which will be held 
at the Adult Learning Center, will 
begin September 13. 

A number of new special interest 
classes will be offered through the 
Adult Learning Center this fall. 
Among them are two new real es- 
tate-related courses, two new man- 
agement systems classes, and a 
computer maintenance course. The 
new offerings are in keeping with 
the Center's goal of considering 
citizen requests when designing new 
courses. 

Classes are also offered in 
sewing, woodworking, art, interior 
design, computers, refresher En- 
glish, sign language, real estate, 
parenting, financial planning, law, 
communications, foreign lan- 
guages, photography, career plan- 
ning, home repairs, crafts, furniture 
restoration, and cooking. These 
courses are offered at the Adult 
Learning Center and at various 
public school locations throughout 
the city of Virginia Beach. 

Work -related classes will be of- 
fered at the Vocational-Technical 
Educational C ,ier on North Land- 
ing Road, at Jie Career Develop- 
ment Center on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard at Witchduck Road, and 
at various other Virginia Beach 
public school facilities. 

Tuition, textbook, and materials 
costs vary by class. 

Interested students may register 
for work-related and special interest 
classes from August 21 through 
August 24 from 8 a.m. until 6:30 
p.m.; on Friday, August 25 from 8 
a.m. until 4 p.m.; and on Saturday, 
August 26, from 9 a.m. until 3 
p.m. From August 28 through 
September 8, registration will be 
held Monday through Friday from 8 
a.m. until 4 p.m.

Motorists Must Stop For 
Bus Loading, Unloading 



When school reopens on Tues- 
day, September 5, Virginia Beach 
motorists should be aware of their 
responsibilities when meeting a 
school bus on the city's highways 
and streets. State law requires mo- 
torists to stop when encountering a 
school bus loading or unloading 
students, under the following cir- 
cumstances: 

• At intersections, all drivers 
must come to a complete stop for a 
stopped school bus with lights 
flashing. Under the law, motorists 
are required to stop even when ap- 
proaching a school bus at right an- 
gles, v — y 

• On undivided highways or 
streets, all vehicles are required by 
law to stop and remain stopped un- 
til all children are clear of the road- 
way and the bus is again in motion. 

• On divided highways or streets, 



vehicles in all lanes traveling in the 
same direction as the bus must 
come to a complete stop, but those 
traveling in an opposite direction 
and separated by either a physical 
barrier or an unpaved area may pro- 
ceed without stopping. 

Failure to stop for a school bus 
loading or unloading children could 
result in a reckless driving charge. 

Virginia Beach school bus drivers 
are encouraged to report violations 
of state school bus safety regula- 
tions. Under state law, school bus 
drivers only need to identify a vehi- 
cle by reporting the license number 
of the vehicle; a visual identifica- 
tion of the driver of the vehicle is 
not required. These reports are given 
to the city's police department, 
which then contacts the owners of 
the reported vehicles. 



School Board Appoints Bowyer 
To Melvin's Superintendent Job 



With "heartfelt regret," the Vir- 
ginia Beach School Board accepted 
School Division Superintendent 
James E. Melvin's request to be re- 
leased from his contract, effective 
August 31. 

"With Dr. Melvin's decision, we 
have experienced a great loss," said 
board chairman James N. Fletcher, 
adding that the board intended to 
"stay the course and continue to 
move forward" on priorities estab- 
lished during Melvin's tenure. 

At a recent public meeting, the 
board appointed E. Carlton Bowyer 
to serve as superintendent for two 
years, effective September 1. The 
appointment is contingent upon 
successful negotiation of a contract. 

Bowyer was associate 



superintendent for instructional ser- 
vices under Melvin. His career in 
the Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools spans 29 years. He has 
served as assistant superintendent 
for operational services, director of 
instruction, director of program ad- 
ministration, principal and assistant 
principal of First Colonial High 
School, and assistant principal of 
Virginia Beach High School. 

Bowyer received his master's de- 
gree and certificate of advanced 
study from Old Dominion Univer- 
sity, and is working on his 
dissertation in the university's 
Ph.D. program in urban services 
with a focus in administration. He 
earned a bachelor's degree at Wof- 
ford College, S.C. 



All Students May Rent Books 



Students in all Virginia Beach 
public schools may participate in 
the textbook rental plan; a single 
payment at the beginning of the 
school year covers book rentals and 
the cost of instructional materials. 

Participation in the plan is op- 
tional; students not wishing to take 
part in the rental plan may purchase 
all texts and pay applicable instruc- 
tional or materials fees. Partial or 
selective participation in the rental 
plan is not permitted. 

Schools do not maintain an in- 
ventory of books for sale. Anyone 
wishing to purchase the texts in- 
stead of participating in the rental 
plan must place an order at the 
school the student attends; payment 
must be made at the time the order 
is placed. 

On the elementary school level, 
the textbook rental fee is $12 for 
kindergartners; $14 for students in 
grades one and two; $15 for grades 
three, four and five; $16 for grade 
six; and $20 for grade seven stu- 
dents at Kemps Landing School. 

In the junior high schools, stu- 
dents in grades seven, eight, and 
nine will pay a $6.50 rental fee per 



course to a maximum of $32.50. 
The junior high special education 
rental fee is $6.50 per class period 
(with a $32.50 maximum). 

On the senior high school level, 
those who participate in the rental 
plan will pay $3.50 for each half- 
credit course, $6.50 for each one- 
credit course, $13 for each two- 
credit course, and $19.50 for each 
three-credit course. The high school 
special education rental fee is $6.50 
per class period. The maximum 
rental plan cost for all high school 
students is also $32.50. 

Students who are certified as in- 
digent or foster children may qualify 
to receive textbooks on a loan basis 
without charge. Those students or 
their parents should inquire about 
the textbook fee waiver at their 
school office. 

Students who enter Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools after the 
beginning of the school year will 
be charged a rental fee on a prorated 
basis. Students who transfer out of 
the Virginia Beach public school 
system will be eligible to receive a 
prorated rental plan refund. 



Parents Should Join Local PTAs 



It will be hard to top, but Vir- 
ginia Beach Parent-Teacher 
Association Council President 
Sandra Wood is looking for the' 
same participation and commitment 
from parents that saw membership 
jump more than 13 percent last 
year. 

The Virginia Beach Council of 
PTA membership rose to 40,840 
during the 1988-89 school year, an 
increase of 5,065 from the previous 
year. 

In 1988-89, nine individual 
school PTAs had memberships of 
100 percent or more and received 
recognition from the Tidewater 
District PTA Council. A PTA can 
attain 100 percent when its mem- 
bership matches the enrollment of 
the school. Parents, grandparents, 
neighbors, businesses, and friends 
can join an individual PTA; if PTA 
membership exceeds the enrollment 
of a school, membership percentage 
will exceed 100 percent. 

The top membership PTAs were 
Creeds Elementary, 133 percent; 
Providence Elementary, 130 per- 
cent; Kempsville Meadows 
Elementary, 118 percent; Kingston 
Elementary, 109 percent; Thor- 
oughgood Elementary, 105 percent. 
Green Run Elementary and 
Kempsville Elementary, 101 per- 



cent; and Alanton Elementary, 100 
percent 

PTA objectives are to promote 
the welfare of children and youth in

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Advisory Committee Important To 
The Special Education Programs 



The Virginia Beach school divi- 
sion encourages citizen participa- 
tion in the special education advi- 
sory committee, a citizen group 
that helps set priorities and strate- 
gies for meeting the needs of 
handicapped children. Those who 
serve on the committee are ap- 
pointed by the School Board and 
work in a variety of ways to help 
provide an education for handi- 
capped children. 

The committee also advises the 
School Board, formulates and de- 
velops long-range plans, and acts as 
a liaison within the community on 
matters of special education. 

The committee meets eacn 
month during the school year at 



different locations. Committee 
members are parents, guardians, or 
family members of students or 
adults who have disabilities; repre- 
sentatives of public agencies serv- 
ing the handicapped; and concerned 
school division personnel. All 
meetings are open to the public and 
are advertised in the Virginia Beach 
Beacon, by Cox Cable (VBS 28), 
and in PTA newsletters.

School Bus Drivers Needed 



There is a continuing need for 
both permanent and substitute 
school bus drivers for Virginia 
Beach City Public Schools because 
of transfers, retirements, or emer- 
gencies. 

Starting salary for a full-time 
driver fulfilling a single assignment 
this year is $6,1% for a ten-month 
year. A full-time driver makes as 
many as three round-trip runs 
(elementary, junior high, and senior 
high) each school day. Special trips 
or additional routes earn extra 
money; liberal fringe benefits are 
available. 

Substitute bus drivers can earn 
from about $12.50 to $30 a day, 
depending on how many routes are 
driven. 

The hours are attractive to moth- 
ers and/or fathers because the drivers 
leave and arrive home about the 
same time as their children. In 
addition, a child one year of age or 
older may ride with the parent driver 
on a school bus, providing the child 



is seated in an approved safety seat. 

Requirements for a school bus 
driver include a good driving record, 
a valid Virginia driver's license, a 
clean criminal history , three refer- 
ences, and an ability to shift a 
vehicle's gears. Applicants must 
also take a physical examination 
and tuberculin test. 

Prospective school bus drivers 
receive free complete driver training 
and safety instruction. This includes 
12 hours of classroom and 12 hours 
of behind-the-wheel instruction. 

Once training is completed, a 
driver must pass a local written and 
behind-the-wheel test and a three 
part (eye, written, and driving) De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles test to 
receive the special license required 
to drive a school bus in Virginia. 

To apply for a position as a 
regular or substitute school bus 
driver, call the Virginia Beach City 
Public Schools' Transportation De- 
partment at 428-9388. 



NJROTC Offered As Elective 



Students 14 years of age or older 
have the option of enrolling in the 
school division's Naval Junior Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps 
(NJROTC) program. 

NJROTC offers four naval sci- 
ence courses in grades 10 through 
12 at three senior high schools - 
Princess Anne, First Colonial, and 
Green Run. Students at other senior 
high schools may elect to transfer 
to one of these schools; however, 
the student must provide his or her 
own transportation to the new 
school. 

In the program, the U.S. Navy 
provides the textbooks, uniforms, 
and training aids. Retired naval 
officers and chief petty officers 
serve as military science instructors 
and assistants. 



Students may receive up to three 
elective credits toward graduation by 
successfully completing three years 
of course work. Under some cir- 
cumstances, the credits may count 
as one of the math/science credits 
required for graduation. NJROTC 
program graduates are eligible to 
enter the military services at an ad- 
vanced pay grade and their opportu- 
nities for acceptance into service 
academies are enhanced. 

The NJROTC units are highly 
competitive in city, regional, state, 
and national competitions in drill, 
rifle, and academics. The start of the 
1989-90 school year marks the be- 
ginning of the 22nd year of 
NJROTC in Virginia Beach. Stu- 
dents interested in applying should 
contact their counselors 



Volunteers Important To Schools 



From filing library books to 
painting classrooms, volunteers 
play an increasingly important role 
in the success of public education 
in Virginia Beach. Add to the vol- 
unteers the resources of Adopt-A- 
School partnerships, and the clear 
winners are the students. 

During the last school year, 
6,161 persons participated in the 
school division's Volunieers-In-Ed- 
ucation program, an increase of 62 
over the previous year. More than 
400 were active-duty military vol- 
unteers. 

Among the areas in which 
volunteers of all ages donated their 
time and energy were physical edu- 
cation, social studies, language arts, 
math, reading, kindergarten, school 
clinics, cafeterias, and student 
activities. 

Virginia Beach citizens are en- 
couraged to offer their services 
through volunteer service in the 
schools. Contact the office of any 
school to volunteer. 

The Adopt-A-School program 
pairs business, industry, and mili- 



tary interests with individual 
schools as a means of providing 
extra resources to both partners. In 
just three short years, nearly all 
schools in the division have begun 
active partnerships; some schools 
have multiple partners. 

The partnership program, co- 
sponsored by the school division 
and the Virginia Beach division of 
the Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, has brought rewarding 
experience for everyone involved.

The school division treats all 
student scholastic records as confi- 
dential material, and the privacy 
rights of parents and students are 
safeguarded. Except as provided by 
law, outside agencies and individu- 
als other than parents and eligible 
students are denied access to a stu- 
dent's records unless written consent 
is given by the parents of a student 
under 18 years of aRe or from a 



student 18 years of age or older. 

Parents of students under 18 
years of age may inspect and review 
their own children's records; stu- 
dents who are 18 years of age or 
older have the right to review their 
own records.

School Buses Transport 56,000 Daily 



Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools provides free bus trans- 
portation for students who live be- 
yond the designated walking zones 
of all public schools in the city. It 
is estimated that about 56,000 stu- 
dents, or 84 percent of the student 
enrollment, will ride school buses 
this year. 

Some 1,200 school bus routes 
link the neighborhoods of the city 
with public schools. Each route is 
carefully planned by the bus driver, 
principals of the individual schools, 
and the school division's 
transportation services department 
to make sure students are safely de- 
livered to and from school in the 
shortest possible time. Except for 
rural areas, most school bus pickup 
and delivery routes take less than 30 
minutes. 

Most of the 475 yellow school 
buses serve more than one school 
because of the staggered opening 
and closing times of the schools - 
senior highs, 7:35 a.m. and 2 p.m.; 
junior highs, 8:20 a.m. and 2:45 
p.m.; and elementary schools, 9:10, 
a.m. and 3:15 p.m. One school bus 
can be used for three different 
schools, both in the morning and in 
the afternoon. This reduces traffic 
congestion on Virginia Beach roads 
and makes maximum use of the 
school buses. 

All but 30 of the school divi- 
sion's buses are equipped with pop- 
out "STOP" arm signs on the 
driver's side, which, along with the 
bus' flashing red lights, warn mo- 
torists to stop when the bus is 
loading/unloading students. 
Eventually the entire fleet will be 
equipped with stop arms. 

A well-trained crew of drivers, 
including substitutes, log more 
than 25,000 miles each school day. 
Each person selected as a school 
bus driver receives extensive train- 
ing in the classroom and behind- 
the-wheel and has successfully 
passed local and state written and 
driving tests. The drivers also learn 
bus discipline and road courtesy. 

The average Virginia Beach 
school bus driver has about ten 
years experience, and many have 
given more than 20 years service to 
the public schools. According to 
records of the State Department of 
Education, Virginia Beach City 
Public Schools has one of the best 
school bus safety records in the 
state. 

Included in the school fleet are 
specially equipped buses for trans- 
porting students who have physical 
and mental handicaps. The drivers 
of these vehicles receive special 
training, particularly in loading and 
unloading students. All buses 
transporting handicapped students 
are equipped with portable CB ra- 
dios for use in an emergency. In 



addition, special education buses 
carry driver assistants to provide 
constant attention and care for the 
handicapped students while the bus 
is in motion. 

Most school buses in the fleet 
are diesel powered for economy and 
durability. The school division this 
year has 45 new buses, 25 of which 
are replacements for older buses. 
The average school bus is used 
about 10 to 12 years before it is re- 
placed. 



An experienced staff of mainte- 
nance men and women backs up the 
city's school bus drivers. A large, 
modern repair facility enables them 
to handle any phase of bus repair or 
upkeep, from overhauling or 
changing an engine to painting the 
exterior. Also, radio-dispatched re- 
pair trucks, stationed at strategic 
locations in the city, provide emer- 
gency service each morning and af- 
ternoon should a bus become dis- 
abled 



Students Must Fit Requirements 



When registering for school, all 
students new to Virginia Beach 
public schools must show written 
proof of immunization against 
diptheria, pertussis (whooping 
cough), tetanus, polio, rubeola 
(measles), rubella (German 
measles), and mumps. If a student 
cannot show this written proof by 
the time school starts on September 
5, that student may be denied ad- 
mission to school. 

Also, all elementary and kinder- 
garten students entering a Virginia 
Beach school for the first time must 
show proof of having received a 
complete physical examination. 
Under Virginia law, a child may not 
attend school until this requirement 
is met. For the convenience of par- 
ents, physical examination forms 
and immunization forms are avail- 
able at the office of each public 
school. 

Federal law now requires all per- 
sons five years of age and over to 
have a Social Security number. 
Virginia law requires that the Social 
Security number be reported to the 
school system upon enrollment. 

New students and teachers who 
are military dependents may receive 
school physical examinations and 
immunizations at Boone Clinic in 
Virginia Beach and at the Navy Re- 
gional Medical Center, Portsmouth. 
Appointments may be made at both 
by calling the Central Appointment 
Desk at 399-1100. School physical 
examinations and immunizations 
are also available at the NavCare 
Clinics on Newtown Road and 
Holland Road. Call 499-6289 
(Newtown Road) or 486-7069 
(Holland Road) for NavCare infor- 
mation. 

Immunizations are also available 
at the Virginia Beach Public Heal:' 
Department clinics. There are three 
clinics: 19th Street and Arctic Av- 
enue (428-5402); Municipal Center 
(427-4291); and Human Resources 
Building, Virginia Beach Boulevard 
and Little Neck Road (431-3515). 
Call the individual clinics for hours 
when immunizations are available. 
Public Health Department physical 



examinations may also be arranged 
by appointment only. 

New residents of Virginia Beach 
may register students now for the 
1989-1990 school year at the 
schools which serve their 
neighborhood. Registration hours 
are from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. Monday 
through Friday.

Alternative students at the Career 
Development Center receive in- 
struction from 7:55 a.m. until 2 
p.m. Morning session vocational 
student hours at the CDC run from 
7:55 a.m. until 10:45 a.m.; after- 
noon session vocational student 
hours run from 11:20 a.m. to 2 
p.m. 

At the division's Center for Ef- 
fective Learning, the school day 
begins at 8 a.m. and ends at 2 p.m. 

The public schools of Virginia 
Beach operate on a staggered open- 
ing and closing schedule, made 
necessary by varying school 
capacities, size of student bodies at 
individual schools, and transporta- 
tion requirements. There may be 
slight variations in the opening and 
closing limes of some schools due 
to individual school diHerenrw: 



School Closing Guidelines For Parents 



The following information 
should provide parents and students 
with a ready reference for the emer- 
gency school closing procedures of 
Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools. Please clip and keep handy 
throughout the school year, 
particularly during the winter 
months. 

Individual schools may be closed 
during emergency situations such as 
a failure of heating or electrical 
equipment, an energy shortage, or a 
major disease or epidemic. All 
schools may be closed when unsafe 
road conditions for school buses 
exist, such as snow, ice, or flood- 
ing. 

The superintendent of schools 
makes the decision to keep the 
schools open or to close them in an 
emergency situation. The decision 
is based on personal observation of 



conditions, contacts with the Na- 
tional Weather Service, and on in- 
formation supplied by designated 
staff members, law enforcement 
agencies, and other appropriate 
agencies or individuals. 

During inclement weather, the 
superintendent may choose to close 
(he schools and offices for the entire 
day for all students and all employ- 
ees, or he may require certain key 
personnel to report for work. In ad- 
dition, he may dismiss schools 
early or open them later than usual, 
based on his assessment of condi- 
tions. 

Virginia Beach public schools 
open and close on a staggered 
schedule to make maximum use of 
school buses. A delayed opening or 
an early dismissal must follow that 
same opening and closing schedule.

"The health department rec- 
ommends against swimming in 
flood water," Prescott said. 
"Caution should prevail." 

The main problem occurs, 
Prescott, after the water stands for 
some time. 

"Flood water like that would 
have the same kind of contami- 
nants," she said, that can be 
found in some polluted canals. 

"The water is not 
recommended for 
recreation me" - 
Health Director, 
Dr. George Sjolund 

Animal waste matters can be 
found in the water, Prescott said, 
and, using terms to evoke strong 
imagery, even called the pools 
"fecal soup." Itchy skin is all a 
person may receive by coming in 
contact with the water, Prescott 
said, but added that the public 
needs to be made aware of the 
potential hazard. 

Standing flood waste has other 
risks, Prescott said, including 
snakes and the possibility for 
electrocution if, for example, 
during or following a storm a 
power line fell into the water. 

The Atlantic Avenue 
flooding may have made some

Keep Radio, TV Handy For School Closings 



Every radio and television station 
in Tidewater is notified, using an 
official code, by the school divi- 
sion's office of community rela- 
tions as soon as the superintendent 
makes a decision on closing, early 
dismissals, or delayed openings. 

Media notification of school 
closing for a particular day is usu- 
ally made by 6:15 a.m. of that day. 
If, however, it is possible for the 
Superintendent to make a decision 
earlier, notification is given to the 
media at that time. After 6:15 a.m., 
if you hear no announcement con- 
cerning Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools, you should assume that 
school is open and that regular 
schedule will be followed. In an 
early dismissal situation, radio and 
television stations are notified as far 
in advance of dismissal as practica- 
ble. 

In addition, school closing and 
early dismissals are broadcast on 
VBS 28, the education channel of 
Cox Cable Television. 

Cafeterias Feed 
37,000 Students 

When Virginia Beach public 
schools reopen on September 5, 68 
school cafeterias will begin the task 
of feeding more than 37,000 hungry 
students each day. 

The Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools lunch program ensures that 
each meal fills the nutritional needs 
of students from first grade through 
senior high school. 

Each lunch - hot or cold - offered 
to students has the five basic food 
components: meat (or alternate), 
milk, bread ( or alternate), fruit, and 
vegetables. Students in all schools 
are offered a choice of lunches. 

The school system follows the 
guidelines of the United Stales De- 
partment of Agriculture in offering 
a school lunch which supplies one- 
third of the recommended daily nu- 
tritional requirements for children of 
various ages. 

Students may participate in the 
"offer versus serve" provision of the 
lunch program. "Offer versus serve" 
lets the students chcv ' "~ fn »r 
or all five of the meal coni H . 
thus, they can refuse foods they ao 
not like, which reduces plate waste 
and increases student participation 
in the lunch program. A deli bar 
provides students with additional 
lunch options. 

For elementary school students, 
the cost of lunch is 80 cents; the 
price of secondary school lunches is 
90 cents. Milk is included in the 
price of each meal. Students who 
bring their lunches may buy either 
low-fat or regular whole milk sepa- 
rately for 25 cents. Kindergartners 
may purchase snacks, including 
milk, for 17 cents each day. The 
snack alone is 10 cents, and milk 
alone is 7 cents. Adults lunches are 
S1.35 

Applications for free or reduced 
price lunches are expected to be 
distributed at the beginning of the 
school year and will be available in 
each school office throughout the 
school year. Eligibility guidelines 
for free and reduced price lunches arc 

available at each school and have 
been published previously. 



School officials suggest that 
parents plan ahead concerning early 
dismissal or late opening of their 
child's school. Parents should dis- 
cuss with their children what action 
should be taken and where to go in 
the event no one can be at home 
when school is dismissed early. 
Have a radio and/or television set 
handy during inclement weather; 
keep listening for a reasonable 
length of time for any announce- 
ments. Please do not call in- 
dividual schools, the School 



Administration Building of- 
fice, or the radio stations. 

Those telephone lines need to be 
kept open for outgoing calls in any 
emergency situation.

Report Card Issuance Dates Set 



Report cards for all Virginia 
Beach students will be issued four 
times during the 1989-90 school 
year. The reporting periods are the 
same for elementary and high 
school students, but there are slight 
differences of dates for the issuing 
of report cards. 

Formal reports of the scholastic 
performance of elementary students 
(grades K through six) during the 
first nine weeks will be issued 
November 8, 1989, or given to 
parents at parent-teacher conferences 
November 6 or 7. Second period 
report cards will be issued January 
30, 1990. Third period report cards 
will be issued April 3, 1990, or 
given to parents at parent-teacher 



conferences on April 2. The final 
report for elementary students will 
be distributed on the last day of 
school, June 14, 1990. 

Reports of secondary students, 
grades seven through twelve, will 
be issued on November 15, and 
February 2 and April 6, 1990.

Annually we ask, "How long can we go on investing so little in our 
schools compared to other districts and continue to offer the top quality edu- 
cation our students need to get off to a good start in life?" The cost of learn- 
ing the answer to this question the hard way is far greater than the cost of 
wising up now. 

Out of the 131 reporting districts, Virginia Beach ranks 23rd in dropout 
rate (number one is the worst on this ranking). Virginia Beach has a 6.0 
percent dropout rate, while Falls Church has only a 1.3 percent rate. Chesa- 
peake's rate is 3.9 percent, and Norfolk's is 8.1 percent. Norfolk has de- 
creased its dropout rate by 1 .6 percent over the past two years. 

Our new superintendent, Mr. E. Carlton Bowyer, should continue Dr. 
Melvin's commitment to meeting the needs of potential dropouts. The cost 
of each dropout to our city is astonishing. Research indicates that each year 
of secondary school reduces the probability of public welfare dependency by 
35 percent, and that in 1987 dollars the dropout will pay $78,000 less in 
taxes and earn $260,000 less in his lifetime than his counterpart who com- 
pletes high school. We need to let pur students know that we as a society 
will give them over a quarter of a million dollars to finish high school. That 
might make them put education in its proper perspective. 

The Ugly! 

Virginia Beach continues to have the lowest number of instructional per- 
sonnel positions per 1,000 students in average daily membership. In other 
words, we have the largest classes in the state. 

In 1987 as VBEA president, I said, "We stack them deep and teach them 
cheap!" Unfortunately the same is true today. Similar or "benchmark" dis- 
tricts throughout the state have at least 3 (Newport News) and up to 18.6 
(Roanoke County) more instructors per 1,000 students. However, for the 
first time our school board is taking steps to address the problem and class 
size is on the mind of its members. Parents must continue to send the mes- 
sage to the board and to City Council, "Don't crowd my kid!" Your teachers 
know they can do a better job with smaller classes. 

Virginia's Educational Disparities is but one example of the research pro- 
vided by the Virginia Education Association. It is a valuable research tool 
for those who work to improve our schools. A fair review of the statistics 
provided in this report can lead only to the conclusion that we must increase 
our local commitment to education. A first step will be a vote in favor of 
the upcoming school bond referendum.

frage Association. Its primary purpose was to oppose the 15th Amendment, 
which gave the vote to black men, but not to women. Accused of racism by 
those with whom she had worked for years, Anthony attempted to explain 
that she did not oppose enfranchisement of blacks, but believed the Amend- 
ment was flawed in not including women. She stated, "Disenfranchisement 
in a republic is as great an anomaly, if not cruelty, as slavery itself." 

Women failed to block the 15th Amendment which was passed in 1870, 
but women did have one voting rights victory in 1869. The territorial legis- 
lature of Wyoming gave suffrage to women. Still, there were more setbacks 
than successes in this struggle. 

Anthony was arrested in Rochester for illegally registering for, and voting 
in, the national election of November 5, 1872. She used her "day in court" 
to discuss equal rights, noting that women were counted in the apportion- 
ment of representation and not exempt from taxation as wage earners and 
property holders. She concluded, "Your denial of my citizen's right to vole 
is the denial of my right of consent as one of the governed, the denial of my 
right of representation as one of the taxed. . . " 

Women continued to press for suffrage through the courts. However, in 
1875, the Supreme Court ruled in Minor V. Happersett that the Fourteenth 
Amendment did not confer the right of suffrage upon women, nor did it 
guard against discrimination based on gender. 

At the nation's Centennial Celebration held in Philadelphia in 1876, An- 
thony gave a talk on women's rights, pointing out contradictions in the 
hallowed Declaration of Independence, and noting that the pivotal right of 
citizenship, suffrage, was still withheld from women. 

In 1878, the Susan B. Anthony Amendment was formally presented in 
Congress as the 16th Amendment. "The right of citizens of the United 
States to vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States or any 
State on account of sex." But its time had not come. 

At the age of 80 in 1900, Anthony resigned as president of the Suffrage 
Movement, stating that she would spend her remaining years working on a 
fund to finance suffrage work and finishing the multi-volume, History of 
Woman Suffrage, to preserve an accurate record of the movement. 

It seems sad somehow, that Susan Anthony, whose lifetime commitment 
was to advance women's right to vole, did not live to see her dream become 
a reality. Born in 1820, she died in 1906. Perhaps there is poetic justice in 
the fact that the 19th Amendment went into effect in 1920 - the centennial 
of her birth. / 

It took World War I to achieve Anthony's'goal. The suffrage movement 
gained momentum then because women were desperagly needed in the war 
effort. In 1917, possibly to encourage their cooperation, a suffrage amend- 
ment was submitted to the House of Representatives. By 1919, it had passed 
both houses of Congress and was ratified by the necessary 36 states August 
26, 1920.

A three-year payback is required 
for mortgage payments because "we 
want folks to have a vested interest 
in their property," Ustick said. 

The State Department of Hous- 
ing will evaluate the program be 
cause, said Ustick, legislators who 
introduced the program are con- 
cerned that the program can be eas- 
ily abused. 

Ustick said that the average pay- 
ment for renters will be $1,200 and 
for home owners, $2,200. 

The program budget provides 
$17,700 for mortgage assistance, 

$47,500 for rental assistance, and 
$27,600 for security deposits. Other 
costs include a salary for the 
administrator and taxi fare for 
clients to attend job interviews and 
appointments.

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Ex-Police Chief Davis Smells Labor Day Blood 



If City, Groups 1 Leaders Don't Talk

As much as he may hate to admit 
it, former Virginia Beach Police 
W.W. Davis expects trouble this 
Labor Day weekend. 

"When you're outnumbered, and 
they're (the police department) 
grossly outnumbered, and the crowd 
wants to do whatever they want to 
do, and you're called upon to stop 
it, there's only one way to stop it - 
you gotta use force. And when you 
use force, somebody's going to get 
hurt. Let's hope that no one gets 
killed. But there will be some peo- 
ple hurt and there'll be blood shed 
on both sides. 

"And in the aftermath, there'll be 
some damages before they (college 
students) leave town. They'll break 
glass, they'll damage automobiles, 



they'll vandalize people's property. 
And I wouldn't have a car down 
there on a bet!" 

Davis, 64, served 31 years in the 
Virginia Beach Police Department. 
He began his service on Jan. 21, 
19S1 before the city was officially a 
city. He became chief of police on 
Jan. 1, 1969, and retired on Jan. 1, 
1982. He lives with his family in 
Alanton, has a Lake Gaston vaca- 
tion home, two cars, two boats, 
four lawn mowers and a 7S0cc mo- 
torcycle. 

Last Saturday, the weekend be- 
fore this year's nervously awaited 
Labor Day weekend, Davis gave an 
exclusive tape recorded interview 
with The Virginia Beach Sun. He 
paints a bleak picture of what 
might happen this weekend when 
tens of thousands of college stu- 
dents, predominantly black, make 



camp at the occanf ron t. 

The community has reasons for 
concern, Davis said, including what 
he sees as the gradual loss of re- 
spect police officers have incurred 
over the years and the way the situ- 
ation was handled last year, and 
says the only way the city can 
avoid trouble is to negotiate what 
will and not be allowed by the po- 
lice, with the groups' leaders who 
are coming lo town. 

Before getting into a discussion 
of the present set of law enforce- 
ment and crowd control problems 
with which the Virginia Beach po- 
lice officers must deal this weekend, 
Davis reflected back on the 1970s, 
when the 1976 July 4 uprising oc- 
curred on Atlantic Avenue, and be- 
fore that, when the Ku Klux Klan 
and blacks both visited the beach 
the same summer weekend. 

"I think the most frightening 
episode was when we had the KKK 



dSwn there. They came in here in 
response to blacks. It wasn't the 
Hippies, it was the blacks. But we 
had some blacks that were in here, 
and I think the blacks were 
threatening some sort of

Police Must 
Be Ready To 
Foul Early

Midmorning late summer breezes gently stirred on former Virginia Beach 
police chief W.W. Davis' screened-in back porch. 

He seemed relaxed, content, enjoying his leisure time, absent the stress of 
worrying about the lives and welfare of police officers and the Virginia 
Beach community. 

During the course of a three-hour conversation with Davis, an hour of 
which was tape recorded and major excerpts published in this week's issue of 
The Virginia Beach Sun, one message or theme was repeated: Virginia 
Beach police officers and the department don't enjoy the respect they once 
did. 

That's a hard assertion to justify. But if what Davis says is true, many 
years ago resort strip police officers did not allow any of the infractions that 
routinely have been occurring for four years on Atlantic Avenue. But most 
crime problems can be solved, Davis said, if you have good men. And 
having well motivated, well trained and conscientious and dedicated police 
officers is a chiefs overriding concern.

And if the police officers must foul the stu- 
dents to keep from getting fouled, let the fouls 
roll on, and hope the police department has a 
deep bench. 

"Personnel probably occupies most of your time," Davis said. "Crime 
takes a back seat to your personnel in trying to maintain the type of force 
that is desirable and essential." 

Looking back to the 1976 July 4 uprising, for example, Davis said he 
was at Lake Gaston that weekend, fully confident that, "I didn't anticipate 
any trouble that our people couldn't handle." 

Davis admits, however, that the city's police force in 1989 is probably 
well trained, but will be completely outnumbered this weekend by students. 
Even if state troopers are called out, it will still be sticky. And Davis says 
that the likelihood that a publicly elected governor, such as Virginia's Gerald 
Baliles, will call out the National Guard to break bad on some predomi- 
nantly black college students is very small. 

The use of mounted patrol against the crowd will be laughable, Davis 
said. The only language that the disorderlies may understand, he said, is 
force. 

Certainly, rational and sane Virginia Beach residents don't want blood 
shed on Atlantic Avenue, which, after talking to Davis, seems very likely. 
And if there is blood, Davis said, it will reflect on Wall. 

"The chief is carrying the ball," Davis said. "He's responsible for what 
happens Labor Day." Not true. This responsibility must be shared by all 
city officials and the community. Locals will be involved, either directly, or 
indirectly, if any trouble erupts. 

The chief is but one man. He is a coach. The officers are his team. Of 
course the team must be well coached, and the players had better know how 
to play the game. But the unknown variable is what type of offense the op- 
position will run. Davis said they will have been coached to buy their booze 
before they hit the beach and not carry I.D.s. There's no law that says you 
have to carry an identification, Davis said, and without I.D. police officers 
won't know who they are arresting. 

Davis' impressions and observations about what has happened in Virginia 
Beach in the past, and what may happen this weekend are unsettling. If he is 
right, the college students are going to push the police officers as far as they 
can, and beyond. The students have no indication, Davis said, based on pre- 
vious experience, that they can't come back to the beach and run the floor as 
hard and fast as they like. And like in basketball, sometimes the only way 
you ever start to stop a particularly aggressive scorer is to foul him early. 
And if the police officers must foul the students to keep from getting fouled, 
let the fouls roll on, and hope the police department has a deep bench. 

Locals are reminded that this is one game they might want to miss. Un- 
less you have important business on Atlantic Avenue this weekend, stay 
home, be safe, and read about the highlights in the newspaper.

Passing The Marriage Test 

Finding myself trapped in a number of waiting rooms in the past few 
days, I have taken to passing the time by reading the various ladies maga- 
zines that seem to fine their way into all waiting rooms. I have noticed 
that most of these magazines seem to have a survey or test for married 
couples, each claiming to unlock the secrets of successful or unsuccessful 
marriages. All seem to advocate some program or philosophy that im- 
proves either your ability to communicate or your sexual compatibility. 

These scientific surveys are always prepared by some expert whose name 
is followed by the alphabet of higher education. While I do not claim to be 
an expert in much of anything and rarely pass one those marriage exams I 
believe that practical examinations are more accurate than written exams. 
Having taken several of these practical examinations over the years, I feel 
qualified to recommend them to novices or those individuals about to sur- 
render the simplicity of a single for the complexities of married life.

It is no secret to my readers that I am Virginia Beach's greatest fan.

Educational Accountability Has Arrived In Virginia

The State Board of Education will soon adopt an Education Performance 
Recognition program that is organized around seven basic objectives for 
schooling in Virginia: 

• Preparing students for college; 

• Preparing students for work; J 

• Increasing the graduation rate; 

• Increasing special education students' living skills and opportunities; 

• Educating elementary school students; 

• Educating middle school students; and 

• Educating secondary school students 

The goal is to improve the education of students by changing the ac- 
countability system away from compliance and toward performance. For ex- 
ample, many schools were judged on the number of library books found on 
the shelves in the school's library compared to the number of students 
enrolled in the school. This is a compliance type of accountability. A 
performance type of accountability would look at circulation and the 
quality/timeliness of the library books and materials. 

A compliance type of accountability for the objective "preparing students 
for college" might be to look at the types of courses offered to high school 
students. If a school offered the right courses then it would be in compliance

with the objective to prepare students for college. Just because a school 
system offers the "right course" does not prove very much. 

Now, can you think of a way that the objective of preparing studentslbr 
college would be based on an outcome or performance factor? Did you come 
up with the number of students accepted into college? Better yet, did ypu 
think of the success rate of students in college? Two other indicators might 
be the percent of graduates receiving the Advanced Studies Diploma and the 
percent of students in the upper quartile of the 1 1 th grade standardized test 

The State Department of Education wants to come up with good perfor- 
mance indicators in each of the broad objectives outlined above. Some indi- 
cators are available now, others can be developed with some effort, and, for

Victory At Sea Brought Victory At Yorktown 




American independence was won at sea and later solemnized at Yorktown. 
Sea power made Yorktown possible - the misuse of it by our enemies the 
British, the effective use of it by our allies the French, and the perceptive 
use of it by General George Washington, who planned and coordinated the 
joint land and sea operation. 

Historians generally agree that the Yorktown Campaign determined 
America's independence and that the French naval victory in the Battle off 
the Virginia Capes September 5, 1781 was the crucial phase of that cam- 
paign. Some have called it "the most important naval battle ever fought in 
American waters, for it decided the outcome of the Revolutionary War." 

From the moment he assumed command of the American forces in the 
summer of 1775, Washington recognized that control of the sea was the key 
to victory. His numerous letters, communiques and diary entries are filled 
with this conviction. He implored Congress to establish a Continental 
navy, and took emergency measures by setting up his own little fleet with 
the aid of New England fishermen. He encouraged privateering and blockade 
running, but these were ineffective efforts against the mighty Royal Navy. 

With the signing of the French Alliance in 1778, Washington knew he 
could finally gain maritime superiority for a decisive campaign. He formu- 
lated specific plans for a combined land and sea operation against New York, 



And this most important naval batile took 
place just off the coast of our present city of 
Virginia Beach. 

British headquarters in America. 

He refused to commit prematurely the large French army which arrived 
with General Rochambeau in Newport in 1780 because he lacked strong 
naval support. In a communique, he wrote, "In any operations ... and under 
all circumstances a decisive Naval superiority is to be considered as a fun- 
damental principle and the basis upon which every hope of success must ul- 
timately depend. 

When such naval support had not materialized by the end of the year, 
Washington wrote Benjamin Franklin in Paris that he was "disappointed . . 
. especially in the expected naval superiority, which was the pivot upon 
which everything turned." He then sent John Laurens of his personal staff to 
France to reenforce his appeal for naval and financial aid 

In March of 1781, Admiral Francois Joseph Paul, Comte de Grasse raised

Expanded Marine Science Museum To Cost $25,570,000 



A proposed $25,570,000 expan- 
sion of the Virginia Marine Science 
Museum, already the most popular 
museum in the state, should make 
it one of the most popular in the 
country, Mac Rawls, its executive 
director, told City Council at a re- 
cent work session. 

Its current 350,000 visitors an- 
nually, said Rawls, already pay for 
most of the operating Costs at the 
museum, and the success of the fa- 
cility has not gone unnoticed. Nor- 
folk is contemplating a $50 to $60 • 
million space museum; the expan- 
sion of Hampton's Air and Space 
Museum will give it twice the area 
of the Virginia Beach facility, and 
the expansion of the Mariners Mu- 
seum will allow it to supercede the 
local museum in the number of ex- 
hibits. 

"I hope we would be the top 
museum," said Rawls, who sees the 
museum as becoming a destination. 



How this is to be done is in a 
master plan presented by consul- 
tants E. Vemcr Johnson and Asso- 
ciates, Inc., architects and planners 
of Boston. 

The expansion, with an opening 
date set for July 1994, would triple 
the size of the buildings, add over 
30 acres of site development and 
double the existing parking. 

The expanded museum is ex- 
pected to boost the number of visi- 
tors annually to 650,000 to 

850,000. Based on these projec- 
tions, revenues from admission fees 
alone ($2,999,300 to $3,922,200), 
Vcrncr Johnson said, should more 
than pay for the estimated 
$2,950,000 in operating costs. 

Expanded facilities proposed in- 
clude: 

• A 20,000 square-fool new south 
building housing exhibits and pro- 
grams which focus on the inhabi- 



tants and processes of the estuarine 
marsh environment. Major exhibits 
would include an indoor/outdoor 
river otter habitat, a semi-detached 
outdoor aviary and an interactive 
micro-zoo focusing on salt marsh 
insects and micro-organisms. 

• A salt marsh preserve with a 
series of passive interpretive trails, 
a shuttle system, seasonal animal 
demonstrations, observation plat- 
forms and blinds, an observation 
tower, woodland clearing and garden 
and an osprcy platform, all linking 
the south building to the building 
complex to the north. 

• A 25,000 square-foot new 
northeast building to include a 100- 
seat restaurant, classroom space, a 
changing exhibition gallery and a 
300-seat Marine mammal demon- 
stration area. 

• A 30,000 square foot new north 
building with major ocean science 
exhibits and aquariums including a 



major shark tank. 

Two sets of fees arc proposed, 
one for April through October and 
the other for November through 
March. The in-season fees start at 
$5.50 per adult with lower fees for 
children, senior citizens and groups, 
and for the winter months, fees start 
at $4.75 for adults with lower fees 
for children, senior citizens and 
groups. 

Other features of the master plan: 

• A food concession area in the 
new south building would provide 
seasonal food service to the picnic 
area south of the building. 

• A shuttle system would move 
visitors through the salt marsh pre- 
serve to provide visitors who are 
unable to walk the entire distance 
between north and south facilities 
an alternate or to provide 

transportation for visitors whose 
cars are parked at the other end of 



the site. 

• The property of the Erosion 
Commission would be relocated. 

• A voyage through the Norfolk 
canyon (on the edge of the conti- 
nental shelf) would be simulated by 
using a special vehicle chartered by 
the museum. 

• A two-story gallery would be 
added to the existing building with 
dining for 100. 

• Attendance at the existing mu- 
seum has been limited, Johnson 
said, by the size of the facility, 
available parking, the number of 
exhibits and programs and the lack 



of food service. 

He said that the surplus of the 
revenue over the operating costs 
could be used to finance part of the 
capital cost. Of financing in general 
he said, the most successful opera- 
tions are those where a combination 
of capital is used — state, city and 
private. 

Johnson recommended that the 
whole project be done at one time. 
The $300,000 annually which the 
city contributes to the operating 
costs of the facility now, would 
remain unchanged for the expanded 
facility, Johnson said.

Voter Registration Offered At Schools 



Parents may now register to vote 
when they register their children at 
a Virginia Beach public school. As 
of August 7, all public schools in 
the city became satellite voter 
registration centers through an 
agreement with the city's General 
Registrar. 

Virginia Beach citizens may reg- 
ister to vote from 8:30 a.m. to 2:30 
p.m. Monday through Friday at 
each school except the Old Dona- 
tion Center for the Gifted and Tal- 
ented and the Vocational-Technical 
Educational Center. The secretary in 
each school has been designated a 
deputy registrar and has received 
voter registration training from Dr. 
Marlene Haeer, registrar. 

The Virginia General Assembly 
recently passed legislation enabling 
public school personnel to serve as

ranked lowest in crime rate in 
the United States for the year 1988, 
in cities of population between 
200,000 and 700,000, according to 
a recently released FBI Uniform 
Crime Reports publication. 

The crime index used as a statis- 
tical measure of crime includes of- 
fenses for murder and non-negligent 
manslaughter, forcible rape, rob- 
bery, aggravated assault, burglary, 
larceny-theft, and motor vehicle 
theft. In 1988, there were 19,339 
such offenses reported in Virginia 
Beach, indicating a crime rate, per 
1,000 residents, of 54.39, based on 
a midyear population estimate of 
355,562. 

Virginia Beach was one of 56 
cities analyzed for national crime 
comparison. The crime rates ranged 
from 54.39 to 175.48 for popula- 
tions of this size. 

In addition to population size, 
other factors also affect volumes 
and types of crime committed: 

• Number of officers available 
for patrol, investigative and 
administrative functions. 

• Citizen crime reporting prac- 
tices. 

• Population density and 
demographics. 

• Economic and employment 
conditions. 




•Cultural conditions, such as 
educational, recreational facility 
availability, as well as family, 
and religious traits. 

• Climate and tourism. 

The crime index total climbed 
three percent from 1987 to 1988 
both in Virginia Beach and the U.S. 
Violent crime such as murder, rape, 
robbery and aggravated assault in- 
creased by six percent nationally 
from 1987. Virginia Beach had no 
percentage of increase in violent 
crime compared to 1987.

• The Virginia Beach Public 
Works Highway Division main- 
tains 1,300 miles of roads, 40 
bridges and almost 500 miles of 
roadside ditches. Keeping the 
roads, bridges and drainage 
systems in good condition is a 
complex job. As a result of 
maintenance work and increased 
roadway construction, motorists in 
Virginia Beach are encountering an 
increasing number of work zones as 
they travel through the city. 

The Highway Division realizes 
the problems and delays that these 
activities create for commuters and 
attempts to minimize the inconve- 
nience whenever possible. Inatten- 
tive motorists, however, can cause 
accidents, injuries and even deaths 
to highway workers. According to 
Federal Highway Administration 
statistics, accidents in construction 
areas are increasing. Highway 
fatalities in work zones nationwide 
jumped from 489 in 1982 to 660 in 
1985, an increase of 39 percent. 

In order to inform and educate the 
city's drivers of work zone safety, 
the Highway Division has insti- 
tuted a "Give 'em a Brake" cam- 
paign. This program, started by the 
California Department of Trans- 
portation, has been adopted by the 
Virginia Department of Transporta- 
tion.

Management Activities Underway At Refuge 



Visitors to Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge will notice areas of 
the 4,600-acre Refuge which have 
been undergoing active habitat 
management. 

According to Refuge Manager, 
Anthony D. Leger, Refuge person- 
nel have been working to improve 
Long Island in Back Bay, and sev- 
eral large marsh impoundments. 
These areas are used by ducks, 
geese, swans, shorebirds, wading 
birds, and an abundance of other 
wildlife. 

Leger stated that "habitat man- 
agement is a way of re-entering the 
natural world in a positive way to 
slow succession and undo damage 
that the natural system has been 
forced to undergo due to human 
impacts. In this way, lands are im- 
proved so that wildlife populations 
can be restored." In recent years, 
waterfowl populations - especially 
ducks, have drastically declined. In 
response to this occurrence, the 
United States and Canada have 



signed an international agreement: 
The North American Waterfowl 
Management Plan which aims to 
restore waterfowl populations to the 
levels of the 1970s. 

More than SO acres of habitat in 
the Refuge impoundment system 
have been recently disced to dis- 
courage growth of upland vegeta- 
tion and to expose the soil in 
preparation for seeding. Approxi- 
mately 25 acres have been planted 
in Japanese millet, a valuable food 
plant enjoyed by waterfowl. The 
millet will be ready for the annual 
influx of ducks, geese, and swans 
occurring in the fall. 

Water levels in the main im- 
poundments arc being carefully 
controlled to ensure proper water 
coverage in the marsh. Flooding of 
these areas is necessary to retard the 
invasion of upland plant species and 
to ensure the production of valuable 
moist soil plants which are favored 
by waterfowl and other wetland de- 
pendant wildlife. Visitors walking 



along the West Dike at C Pool are 
also likely to notice an area where 
75 acres was prescribed burned in 
January. This successful burn has 
increased plant' diversity, making 
food and cover available for a wide 
assortment of wildlife. 

The Refuge is also involved in a 
cooperative effort with the Virginia 
Department of Game and Inland 
Fisheries and the Back Bay 
Restoration Foundation to improve 
fields for waterfowl on Long Island. 
The fields are being mowed and 
disced in preparation for the plant- 
ing of winter wheat This year's fall 
flight of birds will benefit from the 
effort. 

In accordance with The North 
American Waterfowl Management 
Plan, wildlife managers at the 
Refuge are evaluating ways to fur- 
ther improve wetland habitat 
through impoundment rehabilita- 
tion. A Draft Environmental As- 
sessment concerning this issue is 
being prepared and will be available 



for review by the public in the near 
future. Improvements are necessary 
due to several limitations in the 
existing system. 

Specifically, managers are ex- 
ploring ways to improve water dis- 
tribution capabilities; to further re- 
duce upland vegetation; to provide 
additional deep water habitats; and 
to encourage nesting and brood 
rearing. Impoundment rehabilitation 
will take several years to complete 
and will cost several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. If these efforts are ini- 
tialed, the Refuge's ability to man- 
age these areas will be greatly im- 
proved. 

The Draft Environmental As- 
sessment will be available for pub- 
lic review in the near future. The 
public is encouraged to share their 
ideas on impoundment rehabilita- 
tion with the Refuge staff. For 
additional information contact: Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge, P.O.

You can't tie up the people doing 
the processing. They're gonna have 
to have a processing group of peo- 
ple doing nothing but handling 
prisoners. And that's really hairy. 
Now I heard they've got a place. I 
bet you it is probably at Camp 
Pendleton. But you can't put people 
in an open field without toilet 
facilities or water. He may use the 
dome. But I don't know. Even if the 
KKK, rednecks and Skinheads come 
to the beach, as is expected, they 
will all be outnumbered by the col- 
lege students. 

'The Skinheads are here. But 
from what I read, there's not enough 
of them to make that much differ- 
ence. They're way outnumbered. 

"Everybody's outnumbered by the 
students. The KKK would be out- 
numbered. I don't see the KKK as a 
big threat because their movement 
is not what it used to be by any 
means. It's very very weak. If they 
do come down they'll do a lot of 
shouting and a lot of demonstrat- 
ing. But I don't see them getting 
into any hand-to-hand. And they 
better be damned careful when they 
do, because they'll come out on the 
short end of the stick. And the 
Skinheads the same way. So I don't 
see them as a major threat. They'll 
be an aggravation. I think they'd be 
foolhardy to pick any confronta- 
tions." 

The community had better get 
used to a greater racial mix, Davis 
said, because the blacks are getting 
used to the better lifestyles. 

"I think they'll be down here and 
in greater number. And I think 
they'd be here even if they closed 
every hotel and restaurant on At- 
lantic Avenue. 

"The bad attitude develops when 
the booze starts flowing and the 
festivities and tempo start picking 
up. And the music and the noise 
and it just works up into a 
crescendo. And it just builds and 
builds and builds. 

"The momentum has picked up 
with the blacks and they are feeling 
the euphoria that goes along with 
it. College students are a very vi- 
brant part of our society. 

"They're feeling the freedom and 



the opportunities that they've never 
had. Never before in their history 
have they had the opportunity to go 
to a first class hotel and spend $50 
a day for a room. 

"And of course, when they're 
confronted and told, 'you can't do 
that,' that may be the first time in 
their lives that anyone has said, 
'you can't do that. And if you do 
I'm gonna arrest you.' They can't 
take that. Parental control is 
nonexistent, many times. And 
that's what you're confronted with." 

Should police officers be afraid? 

"If they aren't they're fools. Any 
body that doesn't go on the job as a 
police officer with some fear is ei- 
ther a damned fool or an idiot. 
That's what keeps you on your 
toes. If you go about your job 
nonchalantly, you're going to get 
yourself killed or hurt seriously. I 
think they're apprehensive. And I 
would pray, if I were the police 
chief, that my men are well trained 
in riot control, crowd control, that 
my supervisors are extraordinarily 
dedicated, respected, motivated and 
skilled. Now, you don't do this 
overnight." 

Should city officials be more in- 
volved? 

"The politicians won't touch this 
with a 10-foot pole because it's 
racial. There's race involved. That's 
traditional with politicians. He's 
(the chief) going to be swinging in 
the breeze, good or bad. 

"Council didn't give him enough 
resources to amount to spit. I'm 
telling you when you're dealing 
with 10 to 20,000 people they can't 
afford to give them enough people 
unless they can give them 10 to 
20,000 policeman. 

Virginia Beach's current chief of 
police, Charles Wall, has much to 
be worried about, Davis said. Wall 
and his men, Davis said, should be 
very careful this weekend.

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his flag over the finest warship of that day, the 1 10-gun Ville de Paris, and 
left Brest, France with a large convoy bound for the West Indies but with 
orders to take part of his fleet to aid the Americans in late summer, a 
convenient time for the French to be away from the islands as that was the 
hurricane season. 

When word was received that the French fleet would be available, Wash- 
ington and Rochambeau reviewed their operation plans. In May, Rocham- 
beau wrote Admiral De Grasse and requested maximum support in the form 
of ships, troops and money, adding, "There are two points at which to act 
offensively against the enemy: Chesapeake Bay and New York. The south- 
east winds and the state of distress of Virginia will probably cause you to 
prefer the Chesapeake Bay, and it is there where we think you can render the 
greatest service." Thus, the site of the campaign was changed from New 
York to old York! 

In the meantime, Lt. General Charles Cornwallis had marched his South- 
em army into Virginia. Sea power influenced his move as well. At that 
time, the British controlled the major seaports of Savannah, Charleston, 
Wilmington and New York. The Bay was an obvious link between the 
British forces in the north and those in the south. Like a giant magnet, it 
drew the antagonists to their final encounter. 

Cornwallis rejected Old Point Comfort though it was the choice of his 
engineers. Instead, he settled on the town of York because of the deep chan- 
nel which could accommodate the large British ships of the line 4 ! 

Much could be written about de Grasse as he personally prepared for his 
trip north. Twenty-five pilots familiar with American waters arrived in the

West Indies in July. He picked up three regiments under the Marquis de 
Saint-Simon in Haiti. Finally, on August 5, he left Santo Domingo with 
troops and with twenty-eight shops of the line plus a convoy of merchant 
ships, chartered at his own expense. He then stopped in Cuba for the needed 
funds. Surprisingly, the Spanish in Cuba raised over a million livres to aid 
the American cause. 

De Grasse had sent a fast frigate, the Concorde, to Newport with his 
schedule and his choice of destination - the Chesapeake Bay. With this in- 
formation, Washington and Rochambeau began marching their troops south. 
A small fleet from Newport under de Barras also headed for the Bay with 
heavy artillery and other supplies. 

On August 30, the French arrived off Cape Henry, anchored in Lynnhaven 
Roads, and began at once off-loading troops and equipmenL De Grasse then 
sent Saint-Simon's troops by barge up the James River to join Lafayette. 

On the fateful morning of September 5, 1781, the British fleet from New 
York under Admiral Graves arrived at the mouth of the Bay. The French 
were surprised and at anchor while the British were in open sea with tide and 
wind in their favor. Though outnumbered 24 to 19 ships, the British held 
every advantage. De Grasse was also short-handed some 1,500 men who 
were helping transport men and supplies. 

The Labor Day holiday would be an ideal time to learn the details of this 
exciting sea-battle. One could read Decision at the Chesapeake by Harold A. 
Larrabee, or visit Cape Henry at Fort Story where a diagram of the sea battle 
is etched into a stone monument. The nearby statue of Admiral de Grasse 
was a gift of the people of France during the American Bicentennial in 1976 
and is the only known statue of de Grasse in this country. 

Few schools, parks or roads are named for this naval hero and few Ameri- 
cans could identify him or the battle which assured our independence. Belat- 
edly, the Navy has given his name to an American ship, and he is the only 
foreign naval officer so honored. In 1981, the USS Comte De Grasse (DD 
974) and the French 3N3 De Grasse (D-612) participated in the bicentennial 
of the victory at Yorktown, reminding all of the importance of sea power 
then and now. 

One historian noted that Graves lost no ships in 1781 - he merely lost 
America! When Graves abandoned Cornwallis, the siege and surrender were 
inevitable. Cornwallis could no longer count on the Royal Navy to bring 
reenforcements or aid his escape. Once Britain lost control of the sea, she 
lost her American colonies. And this most important naval battle took place 
just off the coast of our present city of Virginia Beach. 

Editor's Note: In 1981, Mrs. Youell researched the Battle off the 
Virginia Capes, conferring with Navy's historian and the historian of the 
Yorktown National Park, and wrote the text for the historic marker about 
tfie role ofDe Grasse and the French Navy in the Yorktown Campaign. 

This marker, on the waterside of the Yorktown Monument, was dedi- 
cated October 19, 1981 during the Yorktown Bicentennial by the National 
Soci«ry Daughters of the American Revolution (DAR) and accepted by 
rtuuell E. Dickenson, director of the National Park Service. Volleys were 
fired by a three seven-man team from the USS Comte de Grasse in a 21- 
gun Mime to the men of the French Navy who died in our fight for inde- 
pendence.

ships bearint tfe ^^ of Comte de Grasse as they sailed into the Chesa- 
peake Bay off Cape Henry was presented to Youell by Commander Philip 
A. Dur, then commanding officer of the USS Comte de Grasse.

What will be done with all this performance data? Once you have the per- 
formance data for Virginia Beach, do you start comparing Virginia Beach to 
Norfolk, Fairfax, Suffolk or Richmond? What comparisons should be made 
to let the educators and citizens in Virginia Beach know how well their 
schools and students are doing? The Education Performance Recognition in- 
ventors want the comparison to made from a "level playing field." Conse- 
quently, comparison bands have been established for each school division in 
Virginia. 
The six criteria used to establish the comparison bands are: 
Socio-economic status; 
Size of the community or school division; 
Level of social and economic disadvantage; 
Change in the size of the school division; 
Urban, Suburban, or rural locality; and 
Local wealth or ability to pay. 

Based upon these criteria Virginia Beach has 14 cohort school divisions to 
which it will be compared. Preliminary comparisons indicate the Beach will 
not be leading the pack.

The 1976 July 4 oceanfront dis- 
turbance was caused, David said, 
mostly by Hippies. 

"That occasion could have been 
very damaging to property and so 
forth; there was minor damage to 
waste cans thrown and damage done 
buildings and some glass breakage, 
nothing major. 

"James Brazier was in charge that 
night. To my recollection it was a 
crowd, I don't want to say mob, 
that has certain connotations, a 
crowd situation that spilled over 
into the streets and sidewalks and 
they tried their level best to disperse 

them and to open passage to people 

who wanted to walk the sidewalks 
and cross the streets and the crowd 
was so enormous in certain areas 
that they had difficulty doing so. 
And then, there was some reaction 
by the crowd that Brazier felt like 
he had to utilize tear gas, and he did 
... I think they did have the dogs 
and the Mace. 

"There's always Monday morning 
quarterbacking, not only with the 
public and the business people, but 
also within the the police depart- 
ment as well, as to whether the ac- 
tion Brazier took at that time was 
justified; whether it couldn't have 
been handled. Anytime you use tear 
gas you have to have avenues of 
escape. And if the crowds are such 
that there's not an outlet for them 
to dispense, then a lot of people can 
get hurt — they can be trampled, 
and stampeded and if they're in a 
corner they'll turn on you. And 
justifiably so. I mean tear gas, if 
you've ever been subjected to it, is 
something that you'd fight to get 
out of. 

"There wasn't any race involved, 
to my recollection, it was group of, 
what I guess you would term, Hip- 
pies, long hairs. 

"How many? Nowhere near what 
you're talking about now. There's 
been nothing in the past, to my 
recollection, since 1951, and I'm 
sure before that, that will equal the 
crowd they had last year (Labor 
Day). If the figures are what I read, 
what, 20,000? Well, nothing like 
that. We had pockets of people, fo- 
cal points, places they gathered, and 
there still are and always will be. 
They find popular spots along the 
avenue to gather. And to meet. And 
to observe. They're voyeurs, they 
like to look. They like to watch. 

"I tell you what we had going for 
us, and we lost this, and not 
through anybody's fault. We had 
our courtroom right there at 19th 
Street. We had our own police jus- 
tice. And we had one heck of a rep- 
utation. You come to Virginia 
Beach, and you stop and try to pick 
up a girl, you're going to get busted 
for impeding traffic. They'd bust 
you in a heartbeat. They didn't al- 
low you to impede traffic. 

"But, we had a reputation that 
was known. That if you came down 
there, you got loud pipes, you 
make noise, you try to pick up 
girls and impede traffic, you're go- 
ing to get arrested." 

Fraternities and sororities have 
visited the beach for yours, Davis 
said, but entering the black element 
into the formula has really stirred 
things up. 

"The black situation has been a 
gradual buildup. I think that as the 
civil rights movement took place 
and the opportunities came about 
for better education, better jobs, 
equal opportunity, that's when your 
blacks began to patronage Virginia 
Beach. They want to go to a sum- 
mer resort just like anybody else. 
They like the same things as white 
people and when they had the 
money to do it they started coming 
down here and they found, 'gee, I 
can do it.' And they can do it with 
some, I suppose, some objections. 
Some people resented it. But for the 
most part they were accepted. And 
word spread and they've been at- 
tracted to it. 

"As far back as I can remember 
we had sororities and fraternities. 
But in those days, in early 50s, 
they usually rented a house at the 
North End or some place, a large 
house, and people would lease those 
places to them and they'd have their 
parties. We didn't have the num- 
bers. We'd have hundreds where 
now you have thousands. And they 
were a problem every spring. Every 
spring. And we'd have calls from 
the neighbors, about this huge 
crowd there, they're out drinking, in 
the street, they're making noise, 
they're littering, they're urinating 
on my yard, they're doing all of 
this, you know. And we'd go up 
there and try to break them up. And 
we'd talk to them the best way we 
can, and we try to find out who 
rented this place, you're responsi- 
ble, etc." 

Causing much of the problem 
whenever groups come to Virginia 
Beach, Davis said, are the "fringe" 
groups which tend to join in the 
action. 



"So you have the fringe element 
that's going to come in. Of course 
in this case you're going to have 
the rednecks. You're going to have 
the people who tike to fight for the 
hell of it. They're going to come in 
here and they're going to pounce a 
few blacks, get them isolated, 
they're gonna pick fights and start 
something and you got that element 
to deal with. They're curious, num- 
ber one, and they're itching to get 
into a fight, and beat some black 
up. Or in some cases, to beat some 
whites up. 

"I don't know the history as to 
whether this is a gradual build up, 
but I think it has. Someone should 
have anticipated this if its been a 
gradual expansion of the Greekfest, 
in number. I don't care whether 
they're green, brown, or white. The 
numbers should have triggered 
someone's thoughts: 'Look, we've 
got to plan because this crowd's 
getting bigger every year and they're 
getting out of hand.' They just 
didn't get out of hand last year. 
Now obviously, they (the police) 
weren't attuned, or ready for what 
occurred. And I don't know that I 
know what occurred. I've heard 
groups walked into fast convenience 
stores and took merchandise by 
force ... I mean, they just walked 
in and walked out with it. And no- 
body got in their way. 

"It's not shoplifting. That's rob- 
bery! That's a felony! And it carries 
a very severe penalty. Robbery is 
by fear or force, or fear of force and 
that's all it takes. You didn't have 
to have a weapon. 

"And no arrests were made that I 
heard of. If there was, I didn't hear 
about it. But I heard that these 
episodes occurred. Now, obviously, 
the community was very upset and 
afterwards there was probably was a 
lot of scuttlebutt going on behind 
the scenes with the officials. 

"That is serious business. I heard 
some of them were carrying guns. 
But that could be scuttlebutt. Some 
of them were in the hotels carrying 
guns. Some of them threw objects 
out of the hotel balconies. That's 
traditional. With all the festivities 
and the hoopla, and they work 
themselves up, not just blacks, 
whites would do the same thing. 
They do it in Fort Lauderdale and 
Daytona. 

"It's a very touchy, sensitive sit- 
uation when you've got such 
masses and they know it. They 
know they can take a prisoner away 
from you and they do. And I've had 
it done. They'll take people away 
from you. They'll mob you and 
take die man away form you and 
whisk him off. And you're empty 
handed. And you probably got your 
shirt torn off you and your badge is 
gone . . . they kick you in the 
groin. 

"The disrespect comes about and 
has come about, it's been an evolu- 
tion, when you have crowds and 
you can hide behind the crowds; 
numbers, numbers, they outnumber 
you and they know it. And they 
know you wouldn't dare shoot 
them." 

Should the police have been 
tougher last year? 

"Here's both sides of the picture. 
If they had tried they would proba- 
bly have precipitated some damages 
and vandalism and who knows what 
- maybe a riot and maybe some 
burning. You see, they'll set fire to 
trash cans and dumpsters. 

"You've got to weigh both sides. 
Is making the arrest worth it? If 
you can avoid having damage done 
to property, and people hurt, I mean 
seriously hurt, or killed, isn't that 
better than making a misdemeanor 
arrest? The crowd knows that and 
uses it to their advantage. 

"When you do that, of course, 
you set precedent. And the crowd 
says 'gee, we can do this and get 
away from it, all we gotta do is be 
a number.'" 

"These people (the police) are 
planning here for this Labor Day. 
Those students are doing the same 
thing — they're planning. One of 
the things that they're gonna be 
taught, be told, is get all your 
booze before you go down here and 
leave all your I.D. at home. Don't 

carry any I.D. If you get arrested 
give them a phony name. 

"The police have an enormous 
problem facing them when the 
people come in here under those 
circumstances. I'm as sure as I'm 
sitting here, a lot of them are not 
going to carry I.D. and the police 
are going to be confronted with, 
'who have I got here in custody?' 
They're going to have to take pho- 
tographs; they're going to have to 
have one heck of a processing sys- 
tem; if they have to start making 
mass arrests, they're gonna have to 
have a system where they can pro- 
cess them rapidly, with pho- 
tographs and incarcerating them and 
getting those people back on the 
street because there's another out- 
break at such and such location. 
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
